Neptune, 

and PlutO 

Shaped the Modern World

You have to feet sorry for those ancient astrologers who had to 
make do with just seven astrological bodies in the sky: the Sun, 
Moon, and the five visible planets. Nowadays we have an embar¬ 
rassment of riches. Along with these seven, we have the new plan¬ 
ets, Uranus and Neptune, and a bevy of what astronomers have la¬ 
beled dwarf planets. Then there are the asteroids, the centaurs, the 
Kuiper Belt, the Oort Cloud —so many rocks that we can't even 
name them all. 


A lot of astrologers are working hard to 
find some meaning in some or even all of 
these planetary bodies. I commend their 
efforts and am always interested in hear¬ 
ing their theories, but I wonder if such 
meticulous research and parsing of mythol¬ 
ogy is really necessary. After all, Uranus, 
Neptune, and Pluto announced their entry 
into the astrological lexicon with revolu- 
tions, huge cultural shifts, and bombs. 
There was no mistaking their meaning. 


In fact, to a large extent, we are still 
grappling with the impact these "old" new 
planets had, and are having, on our world. 
Yes, I know it's been two hundred years, 
but two hundred years is barely a blink of 
the eye in the life of our species. So be¬ 
fore we start inserting new dwarf planets 
and asteroids into astrology, perhaps we 
should explore the ways that Uranus, Nep¬ 
tune, and Pluto reconstructed the human 
experience and created our modern world. 
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URANUS 

Of course, most people associate 
Uranus with the American and French 
Revolutions. Uranus was discovered in 
1781, just as the former was ending and 
a few years before the later began. 
These revolutions did not just replace 
one government with another. They 
brought forth a completely new concept 
of the relationship between government 
and the governed. They enshrined the 
Uranian ideal of Liberty. And, in the case 
of the French Revolution, that glorious 
concept got carried to a violent extreme 
that showed us the dark, more berserk 
side of unruly Uranus. 

However, Uranus had been busy setting 
the stage for these events many years pri¬ 
or to its discovery. It began with The Age 
of Enlightenment. During this period, a 
number of great thinkers threw off the 
shackles of religious dogma and began to 
look at the world through the clear, ratio¬ 
nal lens of Uranus. They developed what 
we now call the scientific method, a new 
means of seeking truth. 

The scientific method puts aside tra¬ 
dition and faith. True to the symbolism 
of Uranus, it is a way of thinking that 
strives for intellectual purity. This was ac¬ 
complished by creating a divide between 
the observer and the ob¬ 
served, the subject and the ob¬ 
ject, The observer had to re¬ 
main separated from the 
observed, both physically and 
emotionally. In essence, the ob¬ 
served became an abstraction, 
a thing to be analyzed and ma¬ 
nipulated, categorized, and quan¬ 
tified, 

The Age of Enlightenment made 
the political revolutions of the late 
eighteenth century possible. It also 
created a revolution of a very differ¬ 
ent sort: the Industrial Revolution. 

The Uranian way of looking at the 
world, developed through application 
of the scientific method, separated 
man from nature. Mature became an 


abstraction that humans, with their newly 
liberated minds, were free to exploit by any 
means necessary. 

This approach to nature led to a multi¬ 
tude of inventions that greatly extended the 
ability of humans to explore the natural 
world and take from it unprecedented 
wealth, For hundreds of thousands of 
years, humans had feared nature; had lived 
and died according to its whim. The Uran¬ 
ian revolution changed all that. Mow it was 
nature that needed to fear mankind. 

The Uranian view of nature has contin¬ 
ued to roll forward, and it has produced a 
level of comfort and plenty for a propor¬ 
tion of our population that would have 
been unimaginable in pre-Uranian times. 
But the price of these advances in terms 
of the poisoning of the environment and 
the destruction of the eco-system is be¬ 
coming increasing apparent, It seems like¬ 
ly that, for the next several generations, 
the main thrust of this Uranian revolution 
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will have to be aimed at ameliorating the 
damage done by our first two hundred 
years of intellectual liberation. 

The political part of the Uranian revo¬ 
lution has also continued into more recent 
times. Some astrologers associate Com¬ 
munism with Neptune, but I see it as a 
further representation of the Uranian 
search for liberty. After all, that thing that 
happened in Saint. Petersburg and 
Moscow in 1917 is called the Russian 
Revolution, not the Russian Magic Show. 
For Karl Marx and his followers, capital¬ 
ism was an oppressive force, just as rule 
by divine right was an oppressive force to 
Thomas Paine and Robespierre, and, 
thus, it had to be overthrown. 

Wherever people have sought to throw 
off oppression, Uranus has been there. 
Workers who cried out for unions, women 
who demonstrated for the vote, and na¬ 
tionalists who sought to drive out colo¬ 
nialists were all responding to Uranus' 
touch. Advocates for gay rights and Tea 
Party Libertarians are both Uranian. We 
may cheer some of these Uranian devel¬ 
opments, like the “Arab Spring,” and be¬ 
moan others, but Uranus doesn't care. 


Its job is to destroy the old and create 
room for the new, for liberation. The fact 
that some of these liberations result in 
new forms of oppression and create a 
new class ripe for rebellion is just part 
of a never-ending process. 

So is Uranus done with us? It seems 
unlikely. Around the world we still have 
people who are oppressed, by their gov¬ 
ernment, their religion, or social customs. 
These people are still yearning for the 
cool breeze of rationality and liberty that 
only Uranus can bring. Meanwhile, the in¬ 
tellectual side of the Uranian revolution 
has become an institutional authority in 
itself. This has created a new breed of sci¬ 
entist, iconoclasts who question the very 
structures on which the awesome author¬ 
ity of the scientific hegemony is based. 
The image of Uranus rebelling against it¬ 
self may seem odd at first, but in the 
Uranian universe, it is inevitable, 

NEPTUNE 

As we would expect, Neptune’s entry 
into the astrological world was much more 
subtle than that of Uranus. Yes, there was 
a revolution. In 1848, two years after the 
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discovery of Neptune, there was a re¬ 
markable series of uprisings in cities all 
across Europe, but these revolutions were 
mostly badly organized and their goals 
were often unrealistic. The only result was 
a strengthening of the forces of oppres¬ 
sion. Somebody forgot to tell! Uranus that 
Neptune was in town. 

Neptune’s real entry into the world had 
begun many years earlier in the arenas of 
literature, music, and art. Here we saw the 
rise of Romanticism, Romanticism was a 
direct reaction to the intellectualism of 
the Uranian Enlightenment. The Romantic 
writers, artists, and musicians (such as 
Goethe, Delacroix, and Beethoven) placed 
a heavy emphasis on feelings. They used 
their work to describe strong, irresistible 
passions. For them, the subject/object di¬ 
vide was an illusion. All experience was 
subjective. 

One of the overriding themes of ro¬ 
mantic literature, music, and art was the 
identification with nature. Nature got it 
right. Within the embrace of nature, hu¬ 
mans could cease their intellectual nat¬ 
tering and find the ultimate truth. This 
theme of romanticism persists in the 
modern environmentalist movement. En¬ 
vironmentalists seek to counter the lust 
for profits by calling attention to the beau¬ 
ty and grandeur of pristine nature. Unfor¬ 
tunately, it doesn’t often work. 

Along with the rise of Romanticism, we 
also see a resurgence of religion in this 
period. This resurgence not only impact¬ 
ed the established religions, but it also 
brought about several new religions and 
new ways of expressing spirituality. Theos¬ 
ophy, Spiritualism, M or monism, Christian 
Science, and a wealth of cults and utopi¬ 
an communities all came out of this Nep¬ 
tunian influence. There was also renewed 
interest in occult and mystical studies 
such as the Kabbalah, Tarot, and!, of 
course, Astrology. 

This trend continued into the contem¬ 
porary scene, much to the dismay of the 
Uranian folks among us. Who would have 
thought, back in the mid-twentieth centu¬ 



ry, that people would still be fighting reli¬ 
gious wars in the twenty first? Who would 
have foreseen that conservative Christian 
values would be a litmus test for political 
candidates in the United States (where 
church and state are supposed to be sep¬ 
arate)? No wonder neo-atheists like 
Richard Dawkins are so upset. Neptune, 
in its quiet, insidious way, has totally 
messed up their nice, neat Uranian world. 

But perhaps the most pervasive influ¬ 
ence of Neptune sprouted from such de¬ 
velopments as photography, lithography, 
and photogravure. These seemingly mun¬ 
dane inventions made mass distribution 
of both text and images possible. Sud¬ 
denly, the whole world had access to im¬ 
ages of famous royals, politicians, and 
performers. They could read about their 
accomplishments and about their private 
lives. The pervasive noise we now refer to 
as popular culture was born. 

This new ability to spread information 
to the masses had many positive quali¬ 
ties. You no longer had to be rich or live 
in a large city to experience great art or 
literature. A farmer in South Africa could 
see a photograph of Michelangelo's David . 
A sailor in Shanghai could read a cheap 
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edition of Moby Dick . And, a few years lat¬ 
er, when the phonograph was added to 
this list of inventions, a grocer in Utah 
could listen to a recording of Caruso. Cul¬ 
ture was no longer the province of the priv¬ 
ileged few; it was now in the hands of the 
masses. 

But not all the applications of this tech¬ 
nology were designed to expand the mind,

Very soon after their development, these 
processes were being used to create ad¬ 
vertisements and pornography, neither of 
which have much concern for the truth. 
Mass publication allowed tricksters of 
every description to pitch their wares to a 
wide audience. It also made it easy for 
the purveyors of hate and prejudice to in¬ 
cite millions. But perhaps the most com¬ 
mon downfall of this manifestation of Nep¬ 
tune is the spread of gossip. After 
Neptune, it wasn't just the foibles of our 
relatives and neighbors that gave us 
something to talk about; it was the private 
lives of people we knew only through a pic¬ 
ture in a magazine. 

These days we have so many ways to 
access popular culture, and it has become 
such a huge part of our collective experi¬ 
ence, that it requires enormous effort to 
escape it even for a few hours. Popular cul¬ 
ture seduces us with glamour, secrets, and 
the whiff of scandals. It is an illusion, an 
escape, a diversion from hard realities. It 
is, in a word, Neptune. 


PLUTO 

When the International Astronomical 
Union decided to reclassify Pluto as a dwarf 
planet in 2006, it was because, previous 
to that year, they had no strict criteria by 
which to judge whether an object was a 
planet or not. Astrologers have always 
known the definition of a planet: a planet 
is a celestial body that has an observable 
influence on human consciousness. Pluto 
has met this criterion in spades. 

Pluto introduced itself to human con¬ 
sciousness with a bang. In fact, it was the 
biggest bang that the world had ever 
heard. That was the atomic bomb that 
was dropped on Hiroshima. Suddenly, hu¬ 
man beings were faced with the fact that 
they had the power to destroy themselves, 
as well as just about every other form of 
life on this planet, it was a shocking, ter¬ 
rifying, and transformative realization— 
just what you would expect with Pluto. 

Like Uranus and Neptune, Pluto start¬ 
ed working its way into human history sev¬ 
eral years prior to its actual discovery in 
1930. We can see inklings of Pluto’s in¬ 
fluence in the growing power of money. By 
the late nineteenth century, the social 
structures that had been built around Sat¬ 
urn and Jupiter, in which one’s status was 
a matter of birth and lineage, was being 
replaced by a new paradigm. Increasing¬ 
ly, it was people with money, lots and lots 
of money, who wielded the real power in 
Western society. 

Of course, the revolutionary spirit of 
Uranus helped clear the way for this new 
ruling class, and many within its ranks 
used the Neptunian functions of popular 
culture to accumulate their wealth. Still, 
there was a reason why these people 
were call “plutocrats,” They controlled the 
lives of millions purely through their own¬ 
ership of the means of production. Is it 
any wonder that the rise of this type of 
absolute power sparked a new wave of 
Uranian rebellion? 

Of course, Marx’s attack on the pluto¬ 
crats didn’t work out so well. The Western 
democracies might have had a little more 
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luck by imposing an income tax and other 
legal reforms. But, as we know from recent 
statistics, an enormous percentage of the 
wealth of the United States is still held by 
a very small percentage of Its citizens. This 
unequal distribution of wealth creates the 
potential for a different kind of Plutonian 
bomb, an economic bomb, like one that 
was dropped on us in 2008. 

While money was slowly replacing rank 
as a social determinate, Pluto was open¬ 
ing the way to a new age of discovery. True 
to Pluto's nature, this age of discovery 
would involve digging down to the roots of 
reality, down Into the sub-microscopic 
realm of the atom, and beyond. It began 
in 1900, when Max Planck introduced the 
world to the perplexing power of quantum 
mechanics. What followed was a period 
of scientific exploration that totally re¬ 
structured our understanding of the stuff 
of which the universe was made. 

Even today scientists are not sure why 
or how quantum mechanics works the 
way it does. That hasn’t stopped these 
researchers from using its secrets to cre¬ 
ate a multitude of devices that have 
transformed our lives. From the comput¬ 
er we can hold in our hands to the smart 
phone that everyone has to have, to var¬ 
ious medical-imaging devices that save 
our lives, quantum mechanics is at work. 

However, where we truly see Pluto’s in¬ 
fluence in this scientific revolution is not 
in the devices it has made possible. (In 
fact, these have as much to do with 
Uranus as Pluto.) Pluto’s power is most 
evident in the questions it has raised. In 
the quantum world, the Uranus split be¬ 
tween observer and the observed breaks 
down. The expectations of the observer 
can change the result of the observation. 
Changes in one atomic particle can alter 
the condition of another even though it 
might be a million miles away. Discover¬ 
ies like this are truly transformative, and 
we are only beginning to understand their 
ramifications. 

In science, Pluto had us digging down 
to the smallest and most subtle levels of 


reality. In politics, on the other hand, Plu¬ 
to was anything but subtle, At the time 
that Pluto was discovered, the world was 
in the midst of an Age of Dictators. There 
was Stalin In Russia, Hitler In Germany, 
Mussolini in Italy, Franco in Spain, and the 
military elite of Japan. Many of these 
rulers used the revolutionary spirit of 
Uranus to attain power. (Stalin, for exam¬ 
ple, started out as a Uranian revolution¬ 
ary and ended up a Plutonian autocrat.) 
They also made extensive use of Neptun¬ 
ian propaganda, but it was the will of the 
people they ruled that gave these dicta¬ 
tors their strength. 

Here we see Pluto asserting itself 
through a kind of mass psychosis, a glo¬ 
rification of power independent of morali¬ 
ty. A man who could make the trains run 
on time, who could bring order out of 
chaos and restore national pride, who 
could give us someone to blame for all 
our troubles, that was the man we could 
follow. Eventually, the Age of Dictators 
brought its own kind of transformation in 
the form of the most destructive and wide¬ 
spread conflict in human history. 

World War II, Pluto’s war, changed the 
world in many ways, yet it did not com¬ 
pletely end the Age of Dictators. We had 
Mao in China, Pinochet in Chile, Saddam 
in Iraq, and now we have Putin in Russia, 
Uranus creates revolutions by motivating 
an enlightened minority. Pluto accumu¬ 
lates power by understanding and man¬ 
aging the expectations of the masses. As 
long as human beings are willing to sur¬ 
render their personal autonomy to some¬ 
one who tells them only what they want to 
hear, then the Age of Dictators is not like¬ 
ly to end. 

AND ALL THE REST 

Obviously, humankind is still struggling 
with the lessons that Uranus, Neptune, 
and Pluto have to teach us, and in some 
areas (geographical, intellectual, and cul¬ 
tural), this struggle has become a matter 
of great importance, But now astrology 
has all these new bodies to assimilate, 
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from Chiron to the latest numbered object 
in the Kuiper Belt. How does the astro¬ 
logical meaning of these bodies fit into 
the expanse of human consciousness? 

The most common technique employed 
for finding a place for these new objects 
is a study the mythology behind the 
names assigned to them by astronomers.. 
The assumption here is that the naming 
agencies are somehow unwitting seers. 
However, as has been pointed out by 
Richard Tarnas, the astrological meaning 
of Uranus has nothing to do with the an¬ 
cient Greek sky god for which it was 
named. Likewise, Neptune's meaning 
bears little resemblance to the Roman 
sea god, except for the occasional asso¬ 
ciation with bodies of water. 

The way to go, it would seem, would 
be to match the discovery of these ob¬ 
jects with major shifts in our history and 
culture. And yet, with so many objects 
being discovered over such a relatively 
short time, this seems unworkable. 
More important, many of the changes we 
have seen in the past fifty years can 
easily be attributed to Uranus, Neptune, 
and Pluto. 

Let’s take, for example, the evolution 
of persona] computers, from the hulking 
Gateway that once upon a time sat on 
my desk to the sleek Apple laptop my 
daughter now uses. This is something 
that certainly changed humanity. Yet, 
this digital revolution is, in many ways, 
the ultimate manifestation of Uranus, 
From the Age of Enlightenment on, 
Uranus has sought ways to understand 
the world as an abstraction, Through the 
computer, everyone and everything is ab¬ 
stracted, reduced to a series of ones 
and zeros. 

At the same time, this Uranian revolu¬ 
tion has opened the door to a flood of 
celebrity gossip, pornography, pop-up ads, 
merries, YouTube hits that come and go 
like mayflies, and tweets that prove that 
it is virtually impossible to say anything 
intelligent with 140 characters. These are 
all manifestations of Neptune and its 


wacky kingdom of pop culture. Meanwhile, 
as we swim through this sludge, informa¬ 
tion concerning just about every aspect of 
our lives Is being quietly gleaned and 
passed on to god knows who. In the twen- 
ty-first century, Pluto has apparently de¬ 
cided that knowledge, as well as money 
and guns, is a means to power. 

This doesn’t mean that there is no 
place for the newer astrological bodies. 
Demetra George was quite right, back in 
1986, when she linked the four feminine- 
named asteroids—Ceres, Vesta, Pallas 
Athena, and Juno—with a rising concern 
for the feminine. Also, Joe Landwehr 
makes a good point when he associates 
Ceres with our increased awareness of en¬ 
vironmental issues. And I think we can 
easily see the influence of Chiron in the 
growing acceptance of alternative and nat¬ 
ural medicines. These shifts might seem 
subtle now, but they could bear significant 
fruit later in this century. 

So that's five out of how many hundred 
asteroids, dwarf planets, and so on? 
Yeeesh! I wonder if we have the ability, at 
this point in our development as a species, 
to find a place for all these bodies in as¬ 
trology. I'm not sure that we have to. Until 
we have learned how to balance our Uran¬ 
ian thirst for liberty and intellectual purity 
with human needs and concerns, until we 
have found a way to make Neptune a 
means to spiritual completeness instead 
of useless diversion and escapism, until 
we've come to grips with Pluto’s lust for 
power, do we really need to be bringing new 
pieces into the cosmic puzzle? 

I certainly don’t want to stop anyone 
from using Chiron or Ceres or the latest 
planetoid discovered in the Kuiper belt in 
their astrology. The lifeblood of this pun 
suit is the ability of individual astrologers 
to experiment and try new things, but I 
personally think that the most pertinent 
thing that can be said for the multitude of 
bodies that are circling the Sun is that 
their ever-increasing number is an awe- 
some indication of how far our human con¬ 
sciousness is destined to expand.

We/come to 2015! Despite the 
Uranus-Pluto squares of recent 
years, the world has not end¬ 
ed yet, and it is unlikely to do 
so this yean On March 16, the 
/ast square will occur with 
Uranus at 15 ° Aries and Pluto 
at 15" Capr/corn. On March 20, 
there w/// be a Solar Eclipse at 
29 27* Pisces, close enough to 
the World Point at 0° Aries to 
make it very powerful and far- 
reaching. These two configu¬ 
rations are the most powerful 
of the yean 

The Uranus-Pluto square has already 
transited through a powerful set of degree 
areas. These degrees include the invari¬ 
able plane, the plane at which planetary 
velocities net out to zero. This plane rep¬ 
resents balance. People and entities with 
planets in this plane find themselves 
caught between opposing forces. The 
United States, which has a Sun-Saturn 
square at these degrees, has for many 
years acted as a global policeman , but the 
recent series of Uranus-Pluto squares has 


upset the world's balance of power. This 
last square is two degrees beyond the In¬ 
variable plane, but it will likely have an ef¬ 
fect in March because the last aspect in 
a series usually has the greatest effect, 
as Charles Jayne taught. Moreover, the 
Solar Eclipse at the World Point will have 
a greater effect than most, as did the So¬ 
lar Eclipse at 0 a Cancer, another World 
Point, in June 2001. The eclipse shadows 
Europe and Russia, with its path of total¬ 
ity beginning just south of Greenland and 
ending in the ocean north of Siberia. This 
path continues a theme that began last 
October with paths connecting the United 
States and Russia. 

As regular readers know, eclipse analy¬ 
sis follows the Saros and the Melonic cy¬ 
cles. We begin by looking back 18 (Saros) 
and 19 (Metonic) years. Every 54 years, an 
eclipse in the same Saros cycle is visible 
from the same area. In my columns in 

2013, I indicated that this made 2013-14 
comparable to 1959-60, a time when U.S.- 
U.S.S.R. relations deteriorated sharply. On 
May 1, I960, during the Cold War, and the 
leadership of Dwight Eisenhower and Niki¬ 
ta Khrushchev, an American U-2 spy plane 
was shot down over U.S.S.R. airspace. In 

2014, 54 years later, relations between 
Washington and the Kremlin were again 
strained when another aircraft, Malaysian 
Airlines Flight MH17, was shot down over 
the Ukraine on July 17, 2014. In the first 
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case, the U-2 was 70,000 feet above the 
earth, a height at which U.S. intelligence 
thought no missile could reach. The altitude 
of the Malaysian airliner and the missile's 
range were also issues, as with the U-2 in¬ 
cident. Note how eclipses in the same 
Saros cycle carry a theme forward, 

Let us now look back 108 (2 x 54) and 
162 {3 x 54) years to see how this 
stream of history carries back even fur¬ 
ther. This points us to 1906 and 1852. 
The former date is only one year after the 
conclusion of the 1904-05 Russo-Japan¬ 
ese War, which Japan won. The latter 
date held the seeds of the Crimean War 
that broke out in 1853. In that conflict, 
London was seeking a way to declare war 
against Russia. In order to demonstrate 
its power, Russia attacked a Turkish fleet 
at anchor at Sinop on November 30, 
1853, the day of a Total Solar Eclipse at 
8" Sagittarius. Matters beginning on the 
day of an eclipse rarely work out as 
planned. In response to the attack, Lon¬ 
don convinced France, Sardinia, and 
Turkey to join in a war against Moscow. 
Russia won no major battles and lost 
that conflict. We can conclude that this 
eclipse series relates to Russian con¬ 
flict.

Let us now look forward, At the Capri¬ 
corn Ingress of December 21, 2014, Mars 
is on the 1C to the east of Tehran and run¬ 
ning north through Russia. The MC of the 
Capricorn Ingress chart set for Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., is at 29° Pisces, so the March 
eclipse hits the MC of this chart. In the 
Aries Ingress chart set for this coming 
March, Mars is on the 1C near Moscow. 
The March 2Q T 2015, Solar Eclipse will be 
on the MC in Moscow. 

On February 21, 2015, Mars will move 
from south to north declination. Con¬ 
structing a horoscope for this passage 
and then setting up an Astro*Carto*Gra- 
phy map T 1 find Mars on the 1C on a line 
running from Tehran directly north through 
the USSR. The Mars-MC line in the Sep¬ 
tember 13, 2015, Solar Eclipse again 
runs through Tehran north through Rus¬ 
sia, There will be a Lunar Eclipse on Sep¬ 
tember 27 t 2015; the Pluto-IC line runs 
from Tehran north through Russia. As you 
can see, the ACG maps of the 2014-15 
phenomena show that Russia will be re¬ 
peatedly hit by difficult planets. 

Vladimir Putin (October 7,1952) again 
faces a tough year, but he is likely to han¬ 
dle the challenges better in 2015. The Lu¬ 
nar Eclipse last autumn (Octobers, 2014) 



New Moon, January 20, 2015 
Washington, D.C 
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was opposite his Sun; the April 4, 2015, 
Lunar Eclipse will be conjunct his Sun. 
The former (an eclipse opposite the natal 
Sun) knocks one down in stature; the lat¬ 
ter {an eclipse directly on the natal Sun) 
strengthens the spirit and raises the 
stature. Transiting Uranus opposes his 
Sun for the last time in February. Transit¬ 
ing Pluto squares his Sun in January, July, 
and November. Transiting Uranus oppos¬ 
es his Saturn in 2015. The most trying 
time will likely be August, when the Sat¬ 
urn direct station will be semisquare his 
Sun, But the big difference is that the 
eclipse-Sun conjunction strengthens his 
will, enabling him to best handle the chal¬ 
lenges of 2015. 

Now, I would like to add an interesting 
perspective to this picture. On May 20, 
2014, Russia and China signed a gas 
deal that is priced in Russian rubles and 
the Chinese yuan, thus avoiding use of 
the U.S. dollar. This deal is frowned upon 
by the powers-that-be. The last countries 
to attempt this were Iraq and Libya. Could 
this be behind the anti-Putin campaign? 
At the time of this writing in July 2014, 
there is still no evidence of direct Russ¬ 
ian involvement, according to U.S. intel¬ 
ligence. The horoscope set for the day of 
the deal is most unstable: Mars and Zeus 
in Libra oppose Uranus and square Pluto 
in Capricorn and Jupiter in Cancer, The 
key is that the Sun is at 29" Taurus, a 
close semisquare to Uranus, linking it 
into the entire cross pattern. Entities with 
hard Sun-Uranus aspects seldom last 
long. The last one that began under such 
an aspect was the now-defunct Morsi gov¬ 
ernment in Cairo. 

Putin and Russia are likely to weather 
the storm, but this deal is unlikely to sur¬ 
vive. 

This month’s Full Moon occurs on the 
4th at 11:54 PM. E.S.T. Located at 1431’ 
Capricorn, it is closely opposed Pluto and 
square Uranus. In the chart for Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., the former planet is in the fourth 
house and the fatter is in the seventh. 


This appears to tell us that chaotic situ¬ 
ations In other countries have an adverse 
effect on the United States. Perhaps it will 
be another influx of foreigners crossing 
the border. The lunation is on the MC/IC 
axis in New York City, so this wilt be an 
area where this theme is played out. On 
the other side of the globe, China also has 
this configuration angular. 

This month's New Moon occurs on the 
20th at 8:14 A.M. E.S.T. and occupies 
0"09 T Aquarius. In the chart drawn for 
Washington, D.C., there is a Mars-Nep- 
tune conjunction at 6" Pisces square Sat¬ 
urn at T Sagittarius. This can have a 
draining or tiring effect.

Pluto is now past the op¬ 
position to the MC t but the T-square 
hits the MC. This will likely be strong 
enough to more than offset some pos¬ 
itive aspects to the converse-pro¬ 
gressed horoscope. 


IBM (IBM) 

February 14,1924, at 10:00 A.M., may 
report near the 20th. If so, avoid the stock 
because Saturn is contraparallel the pro¬ 
gressed Sun on that day. 

Let us look at a past case from July

His pre¬ 
sentation failed to provide the proof, and 
the shares leapt 25 percent on the 
22nd. This is a great example of how as¬ 
trology can provide answers to questions 
that traditional analysis cannot.

ASTROLOCALITY ASTROLOGY 

by Martin Davis; The Wessex Astrologer, 4A 
Woodside Road, Bournemouth, BH5 2AZ, 
UK; 2014, paper, 197 pp. (6" x 9.25"), 
£13.00, ISBN 978-1-902405-93-3. 



Until recently, astrology 
. has generally focused on 
I when events take place 
ft rather than where. In to¬ 
ft day's world, however, 
people frequently trav- 
el, relocate, and con- 
^ft nect to places far 
from their birthplace. 
Now, with the advent of wide¬ 
ly available computer software, new tech¬ 
niques enable the astrologer to understand 
how specific places around the globe might 
be extra advantageous to the native—or, 
contrarily, full of trouble. The best known 
of these techniques is Jim Lewis' As¬ 
tro* Carto*Graphy, and we also have Local 
Space lines as devised by Michael Er¬ 
ie wine. 

In 1999, astrologer Martin Davis wrote 
about these two techniques and went one 
step further by combining them. His book 
on the subject, Astro/oca/iTyAsiro/ogy, be¬ 
came a ground-breaking text for anyone 
interested in exploring the “where" of as¬ 
trology. Now, Davis has added new mate¬ 
rial, reorganized the text from simple to 
complex, and is publishing it as the sec¬ 
ond edition of Astrofocality Astrology. 


In order to take full advantage of this 
book, one will need some sophisticated 
astrology calculation software that in¬ 
cludes the ability to create A*C*G maps 
and Local Space maps. To my knowledge, 
this list includes, but may not be limited 
to, the top-line programs from Matrix, Cos¬ 
mic Patterns, SolarFire, Halloran, and 
Janus, if you don't own any of these pro¬ 
grams but are interested in how your na¬ 
tal horoscope can be projected to any¬ 
where on Earth, Davis’ book is the premier 
introduction to the subject. 

The author explains astrolocality in a 
nutshell: “Space-oriented techniques tell 
us not only what to expect on earth at cer¬ 
tain locations or in particular directions, 
but also why the people or things em¬ 
bodying these events are coming to us 
from specific points or directions on the 
earth.” Chapter One is a definitive explo¬ 
ration of A*C*G maps. Davis has moved 
around quite a bit himself, and he uses 
his own case history to flesh out the rel¬ 
evance of this technique. Later in the 
chapter, more advanced techniques based 
on A*C*G maps are added, including the 
importance of where lines cross (parans), 
and Cyclo*Carto*Graphy, which plots tran¬ 
sits and progressions onto maps. 

Chapters Two and Three are all about 
Local Space, what it is, and how to inter¬ 
pret the lines. What makes Astrolocality 
Astrology a classic is that the author has 
researched everything that has ever been 
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written on the subject, distilled the infor¬ 
mation, and given credit where credit is 
due. In addition to Michael Erlewine and 
Jim Lewis, readers will find references to 
Nicholas Campion, Robert Hand, Jeff Jaw- 
er, Karen Hamaker-Zondag, Steve Cozzl, 
Maritha Pottenger, and many more. These 
astrologers have ail written about either 
A*C*G maps or Local Space, and the bib¬ 
liography section provides sources for fur¬ 
ther reading. 

Unlike the wavy and! crisscross lines 
found in A*C*G maps, Local Space lines 
radiate outward from wherever you are 
currently located. This unique technique 
shows a direction that you might want to 
take. For example, if you want action, you 
check your Mars line and travel in that di¬ 
rection. Love can be found along your 
Venus line. Davis uses the example of Ed¬ 
ward Snowden to show how Local Space 
works in practice. He also rectifies the 
chart of Ronnie Biggs, who participated in 
the Great Train Robbery of 1963. Biggs 
had an adventurous trek across the globe 
while trying to elude extradition. Davis in¬ 
tuitively saw that Uranus would be a ma¬ 
jor indicator in Biggs 5 A*G*G and Local 
Space maps, and this led him to what ap¬ 
pears to be a very accurate birth time. 

The perspective of Local Space maps 
can be altered: if you zoom in to a Local 
Space map of your city, you can find action 


or love within a short drive. Or, zoom in fur¬ 
ther to your house and the Local Space 
map becomes a Feng Shui map. Chapter 
Four describes how to make these charts 
and, in what he calls '‘special studies," in¬ 
vestigates the Local Space map of the U.S. 
horoscope, His personal choice to demon¬ 
strate this technique is based on a spec¬ 
ulative U.S, chart, and interested re¬ 
searchers might want to try the technique 
on their own favorite U.S. horoscope. 

The last chapter on Geodetic charts is 
likewise speculative. The geodetic chart he 
uses starts by projecting the zodiac onto 
the global map with O' Aries going through 
Greenwich. The natal chart is then com¬ 
bined with this geodetic map to produce a 
geodetic chart. He uses the example of Kr- 
ishamurti to show why this guru's favorite 
place in the world was Ojai, California, 

The seven appendices alone are worth 
the price of this book. Appendix 1 through 
3 detail the meanings of the planets in 
A*C*G and! Local Space maps (written by 
Jeff Jawer, Michael Erlewine, and Angel 
Thompson). Michael Erlewine's original ar¬ 
ticles on Local Space are included as Ap¬ 
pendix 4, and Martin Davis adds his in¬ 
sights on Pluto and other technical 
considerations about Local Space, if you 
have any interest at all in the “where" of 
astrology, Astro/oca//ty Astrology is the 
best entrance point.

HARNESS ASTROLOGY'S BAD BOY

Most astronomers are 
convinced that Pluto is 
rightfully no longer clas¬ 
sified as a planet, but 
astrologers know bet- 
■ ^ ter. This distant yet 

powerful troublemak- 
jgjjgpBff er can make life 
seem miserable, 
filled with trauma, turmoil, 
and frightful explorations into the dark 
side of the psyche. Yet, as many psycho¬ 
logically-oriented astrologers are quick to 
point out, when one looks at Pluto's neg¬ 
ative patterns and seeks to transform 
them into a healthier expression, one be¬ 
comes empowered, stronger, and more 
fulfilled. Being the farthest out among the 
traditional planets, Pluto takes the 
longest to pass through a sign. 

Pluto will be in Capricorn until 2024, 
and authors Hazel Dixon-Cooper and Brid¬ 
gett Walther have written an insightful 
guide to managing this transit in Harness 
Astrology's Bad Boy: Unlike many authors 
who write beginners' books, these two 
know the material thoroughly and have a 
knack for explaining the complexities of 
Pluto and its influences. In an easy-to-fol- 
low process, they introduce the reader to 
three levels of interpreting Pluto, each one 
adding a new layer of understanding about 
Pluto as well as the language of astrology. 


First, why should anyone be concerned 
about Pluto in Capricorn? As the authors 
so indelicately put it, Pluto is the “bad 
ass” of the universe. More specifically, 
“He’s the expert on power plays, control 
freaks, and hidden agendas because he 
was born into the poster family for dys¬ 
function.” In essence, Pluto represents 
the nagging pressure in your head that re¬ 
minds you that something in your life 
needs to change, or else. 

In Part One, the authors delineate Plu¬ 
to in each of the signs, which amounts to 
describing generational patterns based on 
Pluto’s placement. For example, for the 
many individuals born when Pluto was in 
Leo (1937 to 1956), the family skeletons 
were no longer kept in the closet {as the 
Pluto in Cancer generation preferred). 
These Baby Boomers introduced drugs, 
sex, and rock and roll as a lifestyle, and 
marketers targeted their narcissism and 
referred to them as the “Me” generation. 
Using fitness, diets, and surgeries to keep 
the appearance of youth characteristic of 
their Leo traits, this generation refuses to 
get old. For each Pluto generation, we can 
see common characteristics that set 
them apart from other generations. 

Part Two addresses how Pluto in Capri¬ 
corn influences each Sun-Sign. To intro¬ 
duce each sign, they present a snapshot 
of the sign’s basic tendencies. This is fol¬ 
lowed by a brief explanation of how Pluto 
in Capricorn will challenge your Sun-Sign, 
For example, for the Aries individual, Plu¬ 
to in Capricorn will be in your solar tenth 
house, which will increase your ambition 
and drive. The challenge here is that Plu¬ 
to will make sure you play fair and will ex- 
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pose contradictions between your public 
and private affairs. 

Part Three is the lengthiest section, 
taking up two-thirds of the text. The de- 
scriptions of Pluto in each of the houses 
are much deeper and more explicit. To get 
the most out of Part Three, you will need 
a copy of your horoscope to find out where 
Capricorn is in your chart, the house that 
Pluto is going through. Each of the twelve 
houses is explained in turn, followed by 
some storytelling. All the stories are true 
and are derived from the authors’ client 
files, though the names and other details 
have been changed to protect the inno¬ 
cent. 

Consider the case of Len, who was 
born with Pluto in the second house of 
money. His war with money began early 
when his parents used money to control 
him. When he earned extra money after 
school, his father discontinued his al¬ 
lowance. As an adult, he became a big 
moneymaker and was obsessed with ma¬ 
terial possessions. The narrative explores 
Len's eventual stardom in Hollywood, but 
also tells that the money went out as 
quickly as it came in. With the explana¬ 
tion that "Pluto despises needless 
waste,” we learn that his TV show was 
canceled, his Lamborghini was repos¬ 
sessed, and his marriage ended. 

The lesson? "Failure as revenge is one 
of the darkest motivations of a second- 
house Pluto.” Pluto urges one to take re¬ 
sponsibility for how material possessions 
are handled. When Pluto transits the sec¬ 
ond house, the common themes center 


around the use of money as power, self- 
worth issues, and taking a risk on being 
true to yourself. The manifestation of Plu¬ 
to in this house can appear in other ways 
as well, such as forcing you to reconsid¬ 
er your moral-values system, fighting for 
self-respect, and getting a better under¬ 
standing of the mind-body connection. 
How do you balance the need for securi¬ 
ty and Independence? This is another 
mind-boggling process that gets stirred up 
when Pluto goes through the second 
house. 

In this way, Dixon-Cooper and Walther 
explore each of the twelve houses via the 
intense dynamic of Pluto. Each house’s 
benefits and conflicts become clear as 
they blend psychology, case histories, and 
astrological wisdom. Everyone has Pluto 
somewhere in the natal chart, and every¬ 
one has Pluto transiting through one of 
the twelve houses. Harness/ngAstro/ogy's 
Bad Boy is a well-written guide for begin¬ 
ners, especially as an introduction to the 
depth astrology can provide using just this 
one archetype, Intermediate and ad¬ 
vanced astrologers will also treasure this 
book as a solid reference on Pluto through 
the houses and each of the Pluto gener¬ 
ations.

W/hen a new psychic archetype seizes hold of the collective un¬ 
conscious, society changes in accordance with the will of this new 
"god." In the Aquarian Age, we are all acolytes of Uranus, the plan¬ 
etary ruler of the Aquarian Age. In order to understand the tremen¬ 
dous social repercussions of the Aquarian archetype on our world, 
we must fook to the meanings of the zodiacal signs falling on the 
cusps of the twelve houses when Aquarius "rises" in the human 
subconscious , 


When the sign animating the cusp of 
each house changes with each passing 
zodiacal age, the collective attitude to¬ 
ward! that department of life also changes. 
As we will see, these changes can be for 
the good in some areas and for the bad 
in others. 

Aquarius on the First House —The first 

house of a horoscope always carries an 
Aries connotation, meaning that the zodi¬ 
acal archetype on the cusp of the first 
house will be avidly pursued and sponta¬ 
neously generated. With Aquarius here, 
the world is now in pursuit (first house) of 
change and technological innovations and

discoveries (Aquarius). New ideas (Aquar¬ 
ius) are being generated (first house), and 
humanity is in hot pursuit of freedom and 
mental enlightenment (Aquarius). There is 
a flip side to Aquarius on the Ascendant, 
however. This sign is ruled by Uranus, the 
planetary archetype of ingenuity, freedom, 
and genius on the positive side, but also 
anarchy, instability, terror, and insanity on 
the negative side. The Aquarian Age is 
bound to manifest both the positive and 
negative poles of Uranus. We already see 
the generation (first house) of Aquarian 
informality in the social sphere, with peo¬ 
ple now dressing very casually, taking to 
the streets in shorts and T-shirts and bar- 
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ing as much flesh as possible. Older peo¬ 
ple are now routinely addressed by their 
first names by relative strangers. Such 
things were considered improper a couple 
of generations ago, but are customary to¬ 
day, courtesy of let-it-all-hang-out Aquar¬ 
ius. The Age of Aquarius will also see the 
avid pursuit (first house) of all that is odd, 
weird, and strange (Aquarius). We've al¬ 
ready heard scientists talking seriously 
about head transplants and eighty-year- 
old first-time moms. Scientifically, almost 
anything will be possible in the freaky new 
world of Aquarius, but few will be con¬ 
cerned about the moral implications of 
the use of new technology. When Aquar¬ 
ius rises, expect half-baked and totally 
crazy ideas to be generated and taken se¬ 
riously, as well as some amazingly innov¬ 
ative ones, 

Pisces on the Second House —The sec¬ 
ond house always carries a Taurus-like sig¬ 
nificance, meaning that the qualities of the 
sign on its cusp will be resisted or re¬ 
buffed, for Taurus symbolizes an endless 
"putting-off” or stalling quality. With Pisces 
here, there is a great resistance (second 
house) to surrender and futility (Pisces) in 
the Aquarian makeup. Aquarius must 
rebel, must emancipate itself, and this 
sign refuses (second house) to surrender 
or relinquish (Pisces) its dreams of a bet¬ 
ter tomorrow. Pisces represents a willing¬ 
ness to suffer, to resign oneself to cir¬ 
cumstances, and Aquarius deeply resists 
(second house) this attitude. 

Aries on the Third House— The third 

house carries with it a GeminHike signifi¬ 
cance. With Aries here, the Aquarian Age 
promises strong stimulation (Aries) of and 
identification (Aries) with the intellect (third 
house). The Aquarian Age will attempt to 
ignite (Aries) curiosity and stimulate (Aries) 
the objective mind (third house). The third 
house is concerned with objective per¬ 
ception, as opposed to the subjective or 
"inner” knowing ruled by the ninth house. 
Third-house stimulation brings in data, but 


it is the ninth house that bestows wisdom. 
The third house rules all transference and 
transmission processes, so that informa¬ 
tion transfer (third house) has become 
more rapid (Aries) in the Aquarian Age. It 
is an age of immediate (Aries) information- 
getting (third house), for Aries hates to 
wait. The third house also rules all modes 
of transportation, and Aries here promis¬ 
es a "speeding up” in this department 
also, such as is manifested in the new 
"bullet trains.” 

Taurus on the Fourth House— The 

fourth house symbolizes qualities that re¬ 
main in the process of formation, quali¬ 
ties that could be said to be in an invisi¬ 
ble, incorporeal, or “gestating" condition. 
There is a deep insecurity about these 
qualities, a strong naivete concerning 
them, for they remain in an as yet unde¬ 
veloped state. The sign on the fourth 
cusp symbolizes what is dormant or in¬ 
active in the nature. With Taurus here, the 
Age of Aquarius will bring a period of in¬ 
security (fourth house) over the tangible 
and material (Taurus), an incorporealiza- 
tion or insubstantiation (fourth house) of 
the Taurus qualities of physicality and ma¬ 
teriality. We see this with the lessened 
use of the actual physical symbols of 
wealth, such as gold, silver, and paper 
money, in the Aquarian Age, money (Tau¬ 
rus) will have all the substance of a 
thought-form or a passing electronic blip 
on a computer screen. Wealth (Taurus) 
will increasingly become incorporeal- 
ized—implied but not outwardly visible. 
There is a much deeper significance to 
Taurus on the fourth house than many as¬ 
trologers today are aware of. I am of the 
opinion that the sign of Taurus is ruled by 
the Earth itself, and not Venus, and this 
view is buttressed by the fact that “Earth 
Day” is always celebrated! during the 
Sun’s Taurus transit. One of the old oc¬ 
cult meanings of the sign of Cancer and 
the fourth house is a "changeover” from 
an old to a new way of being, for the 
fourth house represents the “midnight 
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point” in a horoscope, when an old day 
ends and a new day begins. This is why 
many old astrological texts refer to Can¬ 
cer as the sign of prophets, of those who 
herald what is yet to be. (For example, 
Gabriel, the Biblical angel of prophecy, is 
occultly known as "the angel of the 
Moon,” and the Catholic Church cele¬ 
brates the feast day of John the Baptist 
or "John the Prophet” in late June. The 
author George Orwell, whose writings 
have proven uncannily prophetic, was 
also a Cancer native.) With Earth-ruled 
Taurus on the fourth-house cusp, it will 
indeed be a "New Age" for the Earth, for 
this placement symbolizes a changeover 
or cleavage process (fourth house) for 
our Earth (Taurus). Some occultists be¬ 
lieve that the Earth will become a “spir¬ 
itualized” planet during the Aquarian 
Age, for Cancer is one of the two signs 
of spiritual initiation (the other being 
Capricorn), and with Earth-ruled Taurus 
on the fourth house, the Earth will in¬ 
creasingly become a more spiritualized 
and incorporeal (fourth house) entity as 
the New Age evolves. 

Gemini on the Fifth House-—The sign 
on the fifth-house cusp signifies qualifies 
that will be celebrated, magnified, ex¬ 
tolled, and glorified by the Rising Sign. It 
is no surprise that the Age of Aquarius 
has been christened the "Information 
Age,” for Gemini on the fifth house 
promises a glorification (fifth house) of 
the mind and the process of information 
transfer (Gemini). In the Aquarian Age, 
mental (Gemini) recreation (fifth house) 
will be the norm, as we have seen since 
the advent of the Internet. There are dark¬ 
er sides to this cuspal placement, how¬ 
ever Gemini on the fifth promises a world 
age in which youth and brains (Gemini) 
are glorified (fifth house) to excess. There 
will be an extraordinary lack of depth 
(Gemini) to what is celebrated and en¬ 
joyed (fifth house) in the new age, for this 
position maximizes (fifth house) society's 
interest in the trivial, the frivolous, and 


the superficial (Gemini). This position 
promises an era in which juveniles (Gem¬ 
ini is ruled by Mercury, planet of youth) 
will be eroticized (the fifth house as ruler 
of amorous activities) in cultures world¬ 
wide—something we have already seen 
in many advertising campaigns. Gemini 
on the fifth house also ushers in a new 
age of comedy. The proliferation of co¬ 
medians and comedy clubs in recent 
years is one sign of the Aquarian arche¬ 
type gaining a foothold, for joking and 
laughter (Gemini) will be the emotional re¬ 
lease (fifth house) of the new age. 

Cancer on the Sixth House—The sixth 
house symbolizes qualities that are so 
lacking in the Rising Sign as to constitute 
an impediment or "handicap." The Rising 
Sign's deficiency in the qualities of the 
sixth-house sign Is noticeable enough to 
reveal a "psychic shortage." With Cancer 
on the sixth house, the Aquarian Age will 
exhibit a shortage (sixth house) in the 
Cancerian qualities of human intimacy, re¬ 
flection, nurturing, sentimentality, and 
emotional connectedness. Cancer rules 
history and the past, and interest in his¬ 
tory will be minimized (sixth house) in the 
Aquarian Age, for Aquarius is short¬ 
changed (sixth house) in the Cancerian 
qualities of memory and reflection. It is 
said that Aquarius is incapable of true 
one-to-one human intimacy and relates 
better to groups than individuals. Cancer 
on the sixth house always implies an in¬ 
sufficiency (sixth house) of feeling, of 
emotional depth and sensitivity (Cancer). 
As the nurturing and mothering (Cancer) 
function is decreased (sixth house) in so¬ 
ciety in the new age, the depth of the emo¬ 
tional bonds (Cancer) between individuals 
will shrink (sixth house) substantially. It 
could be said that the overwhelming 
Aquarian emphasis on the cerebral may 
lead to an era of emotional or soul (Can¬ 
cer) starvation (sixth house). 

Leo on the Seventh House—The sev¬ 
enth house symbolizes qualities that are 
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actively opposed by the Rising Sign, but 
unconsciously needed for psychic whole¬ 
ness. With Leo on the seventh house, 
Aquarius opposes (seventh house) the 
Leo qualities of emotional demonstra¬ 
tiveness and personal supremacy. Aquar¬ 
ius actively contests (seventh house) "the 
divine right of kings" (Leo) or the exalta¬ 
tion of the individual over the group. In the 
world of the Aquarian, no one individual is 
allowed a monopoly on anything. We have 
seen this trend in some of today's 
schools, where grading is being done away 
with, for no one individual is allowed to ex¬ 
hibit personal superiority by excelling 
(Leo) over others. In children's sports to¬ 
day, even the losing side receives tro¬ 
phies, for the Aquarian archetype man¬ 
dates “absolute equality" and is “at war" 
(seventh house) with the idea that some 
individuals are inherently superior (Leo) to 
others in certain areas. Leo is the sign of 
spiritual integration, of everything "pulling 
toward center," while Aquarius represents 
fragmentation, fractures, splitting, or a 
“pulling away from center.” The danger of 
the Aquarian Age is a refusal to honor the 
Leo principle. If we oppose (seventh 
house) the wisdom of the heart (Leo), if 
we refuse to integrate and “pull together" 
(Leo), we will all fragment and be "pulled 
apart" (Aquarius). Honoring "diversity" 
(Aquarius) must ultimately lead to unity, 
or unanimity of will (Leo), or the result is 
social anarchy (Aquarius). 

Virgo on the Eighth House—The eighth 
house symbolizes qualities the Rising 
Sign finds intolerable and seeks to erad¬ 
icate. With Virgo here, the Aquarian Age 
will seek to eliminate (eighth house) work, 
tedium, accuracy, and predictability (Vir¬ 
go). Virgo is the sign of schedules and 
routines and Aquarius is highly intolerant 
(eighth house) of routines and drudgery 
(Virgo). The Aquarian Age will seek to elim¬ 
inate (eighth house) ail predictability and 
monotony (Virgo) and will also try to do 
away with (eighth house) Virgo's strict em¬ 
phasis on precise accuracy and clarity. 


Standards are bound to slip in every field 
during the new age, Virgo is also the sign 
of physical indisposition or illness and all 
that hinders, impedes, or dissatisfies. The 
Aquarian Age will attempt to eradicate 
(eighth house) illness (Virgo). After all, 
the motive for all Aquarian innovations 
has always been to do away with (eighth 
house) toil and a lack of ease (Virgo) in 
every area of life. 

Libra on the Ninth House—It’s now 
called "moral relativism,” but astrologers 
know it better as Libra on the ninth-house 
cusp. The ninth house rules what we ven¬ 
erate, as well as moral issues and con¬ 
cerns. Since Libra has long been known 
as the sign that can't quite make up its 
mind, can't quite decide what it is for or 
against, it's no surprise that as the Aquar¬ 
ian archetype gathers steam we have en¬ 
tered an era of moral (ninth house) inde¬ 
cisiveness (Libra). Libra on the ninth 
house translates simply into can’t decide 
(Libra) what is right or wrong (ninth 
house). As the Aquarian archetype 
strengthens its grip on the human sub¬ 
conscious, we are being urged to be "non- 
judgmental" (Libra) about the moral laps¬ 
es of our fellow beings as well as 
ourselves, a predisposition not to have 
the temerity to "cast the first stone." The 
ninth house rules judgment, but Libra, as 
the sign of the fall of the Sun, is weak- 
willed in this area. Libra prefers to come 
to no judgment at all, and would rather 
adopt a laissez-faire approach to things. 
The danger of Libra on the ninth-house 
cusp is that this sign is also the detriment 
of Mars, the planetary archetype of re¬ 
solve and courage. Libra on the ninth 
house can easily translate into an era of 
moral (ninth house) cowardice (Libra)— 
the refusal to pass judgment or state an 
opinion (ninth house) because someone's 
feelings might be hurt (Libra). The ninth 
house also rules religion. Since ancient 
times, the sign of Aries has been said to 
rule the Western world, while Libra is said 
to have dominion over the nations of the 
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East. With Libra on the ninth, it's no won¬ 
der that Buddhism is currently much in 
vogue, for the religions of the East will 
take precedence over those of the West 
during the Aquarian Age. The ninth house 
also rules education at the collegiate lev¬ 
el. With the sign of Mars’ detriment on the 
ninth-house cusp, we have entered an era 
in which intellectual (ninth house) muscle 
(Mars) is no longer required. The Libran 
tendency to “take the easy way out" has 
resulted in many universities “dumbing 
down” their standards, which is why so 
many of today's supposedly “educated” 
graduates are semiliterates. This trend is 
now quite noticeable in publishing, with 
many publications now routinely full of er¬ 
rors in punctuation, grammar, and syntax. 
At its best, Libra on the ninth venerates 
(ninth house) the concept of equality (Li¬ 
bra); at its worst, it demands very little 
vigor or courage from the higher functions 
of the mind. 

Scorpio on the Tenth House —There is an 
old prophecy connected with the new age, 
promising that it will be a time when "all se¬ 
cret things will be made known.” And this 
is the fundamental meaning of Scorpio on 
the tenth house. This house rules all that 
is “out in the open” or publicly known. Scor¬ 
pio is the sign of secrecy and privacy, and 
privacy will be a very difficult thing to come 
by in the Aquarian Age. The positive side of 
Scorpio here is that many former mysteries 
concerning the occult side of life will be pub¬ 
licly revealed (tenth house), The negative 
side of Scorpio here is the likelihood that 
employers and the government (tenth 
house) will get into the prying and snoop¬ 
ing (Scorpio) business. Surveillance cam¬ 
eras are already popping up everywhere, 
and, unfortunately, in the Aquarian Age, the 
eye of Orwell’s famous “Big Brother,” like 
the eye of God, will see and know all, for all 
things now private (Scorpio) shall be made 
public (tenth house). 

Sagittarius on the Eleventh House—The 

eleventh house primarily rules the quali¬ 


ties of “disengagement” and “detach- 
ment.” A very detached attitude will be 
taken toward the sign on the cusp of this 
house, and its qualities will remain at the 
periphery (eleventh house) rather than the 
center (fifth house) of the field of con¬ 
sciousness. With Sagittarius here, the 
Aquarian Age will exhibit a quality of moral 
(Sagittarius) disengagement (eleventh 
house). Ethical concerns (Sagittarius) will 
remain at the periphery of awareness 
(eleventh house) In the Aquarian Age. On 
the positive side, we see an era of global 
(Sagittarius) friendship (eleventh house) 
and an ecumenical approach (eleventh 
house) to religious concerns (Sagittarius). 
There is a need here to look to groups 
(eleventh house) for guidance (Sagittar¬ 
ius), a sense that the law (Sagittarius) is 
what the group (eleventh house) says it is 
and one must hold the opinions (Sagit¬ 
tarius) sanctioned by the group. 

Capricorn on the Twelfth House—-The 
qualities of the sign failing on the twelfth 
house will be undermined, evaded, and 
avoided (twelfth house). With Capricorn 
here, we see that Aquarius seeks to un¬ 
dermine (twelfth house) all authority, 
rules, and regulations (Capricorn), to 
“dissolve” (twelfth house) all traditions 
(Capricorn) and escape (twelfth house) 
all restrictions (Capricorn). Capricorn is 
also the sign of father figures, just as 
Cancer represents mother figures, and 
the Aquarian Age may exhibit a tenden¬ 
cy to banish (twelfth house) the discipli¬ 
nary role of fathers (Capricorn) in soci¬ 
ety. Capricorn is also the sign ruling old 
people; In the new age, scientific ad¬ 
vances may dissolve or banish (twelfth 
house) the aging process (Capricorn). 
Negatively, the Aquarian Age may seek to 
banish or exile (twelfth house) the elderly 
(Capricorn) from society, for there may be 
an urge to make what is old (Capricorn) 
disappear (twelfth house). In the Age of 
Aquarius, aging (Capricorn) is something 
to be evaded or avoided (twelfth house) 
at all costs, for only youth is celebrated 
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(Gemini on the fifth house). Capricorn is 
also the sign of walls and barriers, and 
these will all disappear (twelfth house) 
in the Age of Aquarius. We currently see 
this In architecture, with the advent of 
“open concept" or wall-less living 
spaces. Capricorn is known as the sign 
of formality and the “proper" way of do¬ 
ing things, and Aquarius seeks to un¬ 
dermine (twelfth house) formality (Capri- 
corn) in dress , manners, speech, and 
social rituals. Capricorn represents dis¬ 
cipline, accountability, duty, and the 
sense of personal responsibility, We 
could characterize the Aquarian Age as 
the age of avoiding, evading, or shirking 
(twelfth house) duty and responsibility. 
The dire social repercussions of this at¬ 
titude will play themselves out in the new 
age. Capricorn is ruled by Saturn, the 
planet of censure, accountability, and 
punishment. Saturn is the planet of 
“no," and signifies paying one's dues 
and reaping the consequences of one's 
actions. In the Age of Aquarius, there is 


a collective desire to escape (twelfth 
house) the consequences (Capricorn) of 
our actions, to avoid (twelfth house) tak¬ 
ing responsibility (Capricorn). We see 
this in the attitude of many parents to¬ 
day who shirk {twelfth house) their duty 
to discipline (Capricorn) their children, 
with the result that children no longer 
develop the ability to inhibit their im¬ 
pulses, to say “no" to themselves. 

Each new world age has its positive 
and negative manifestations. We should 
keep in mind two major points about the 
new Aquarian Age: Gemini on the fifth 
house and Capricorn on the twelfth 
house. A world era that glorifies and cel¬ 
ebrates (fifth house) youth and superfi¬ 
ciality (Gemini) and does its best to 
evade (twelfth house) responsibility and 
maturity (Capricorn) will have social im¬ 
plications yet undreamed of by those who 
now see only the utopian aspects of the 
Aquarian archetype.

Saturn and its frozen rings are sym¬ 
bolic of what the student of The Myster¬ 
ies calls the astrological “ring-pass-not” 
of consciousness. This means that all the 
planets between and including the Sun 
and Saturn relate to the individual and the 
personality. Those planets outside of Sat¬ 
urn's orbit, known in astrological literature 
as “the globes of higher octave/' relate to 
that which is more soul-centered and col¬ 
lective in nature. In order to personalize 
the effects of these three bodies (Uranus, 
Neptune, and Pluto), one has to pass 
through the realm of personality (centered 
in the solar plexus and thus egocentric in 
quality) and into the realm of the soul 
(centered in the heart and thus inclusive 
and impersonal in quality). 

It is true that these three higher-octave 
planets can work on the personality lev¬ 
el, but their effects do not bring us into 
soul consciousness. The lower nature of 
Uranus, for example, when strong in the 
natal chart, conditions the behavior of a 
person so that he or she is quirky, indi¬ 
vidualistic, rebellious, and, whether they 
like it or not, part of the "herd con¬ 
sciousness 7 ' of a humanity that he or she 
often rejects. I will never forget meeting a 
young Uranus-ruled Aquarius lady at a so¬ 
cial gathering. We were indoors and she 
was wearing a hoody with the head cov¬ 
ering raised. Tm very unusual," she said. 
Yes, that was true, but her statement was 
centered in the personal ego and not in 
the soul. A Uranus-ruled, soul-centered 
Aquarian is an individualized soul who 
functions on collective, humanitarian, and 
conscious levels to bring forth unity of 
higher purpose in any and all group dy¬ 
namics. 

A person dominated by Pluto function¬ 
ing within Saturn's "ring-pass-not" of the 
personality is a person who craves pow- 
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er over others and is highly manipulative 
and willful in order to fulfill his or her per¬ 
sonal and separatist goals and ambi- 
tions. Such an egocentric being will use 
the powers of destruction not to regen¬ 
erate what is better for the collective, but 
to bring added benefit only to him or her¬ 
self, In contrast, Pluto on the level of the 
soul destroys in order to bring a greater 
and more refined wholeness and 
strengthens the Will-to-Good of both the 
individual and the collective of which one 
serves and is a part. 

And what of Neptune? On the level of 
the personality, Neptune joins with the 
Moon at the solar plexus (navel point) to 
create the sensations coming through the 
emotional nature of one's feelings and de¬ 
sires, This is the illusion and confusion 
that comes from a life centered in the "I- 
wants, ( needs, l-feels” of the personality 
and whose waters are therefore totally 
muddied by separatism and exclusivity. At 
its basic biological level, such a way of re¬ 
lating to life is based on fear of lack, ex¬ 
presses itself through victimization, and 
suffers from the symptom of "never hav¬ 
ing enough." This has been called by a 
number of writers, myself included, the 
"Imelda Marcus Syndrome." This amaz¬ 
ingly rich and powerful Cancerian lady had 
three thousand pairs of shoes (and count¬ 
ing!) because until she was seven years 
old, she went shoeless. There is only pas¬ 
sion for personally conceived satisfaction; 
true objective compassion will have to 
wait until the heart opens. 

In both esoteric and traditional astrol¬ 
ogy, Neptune is said to be exalted in Can¬ 
cer. This dynamic reinforces the deep con¬ 
nection that Neptune has with the Moon. 
When this exaltation acts on the level of 
the personality, Neptune in Cancer or Nep¬ 
tune in major aspect with the Moon in any 
birth-chart exaggerates the glamour and 
illusions of the astral plane. This pro¬ 
duces false psychic perception and en¬ 
larges personal feelings to a size that ob¬ 
scures the perception of how other people 
really feel. Neptune/Moon, when centered 


in the solar plexus, also brings about an 
exaggerated sense of tribalism and may 
easily overwhelm a person with mother 
and family complexes and complexities. 

When, however, we examine the effects 
of Neptune in Cancer and/or Nep¬ 
tune/Moon configurations in the natal 
chart from the level of the soul, an entirely 
different quality of energy emerges. The 
individual embodies compassion and 
seeks to feed the physically and/or psy¬ 
chically hungry. The relationship is not to 
a tribe but rather to a deep sense of com¬ 
mitment to the Human Family. Psychic per¬ 
ceptions are taken from a perch that sees 
through a glass-bottom boat into the emo¬ 
tional levels of both individuals and na¬ 
tions. The lens of the Eye of Synthesis 
(the Third Eye) is coated with uncondi¬ 
tional love, making such an individual to¬ 
tally inclusive and without prejudices of 
any sort. (This does not mean that such 
a person acts indiscriminately—on the 
contrary!) Most importantly, there is an in¬ 
timate connection and identification not 
with one's mommy, but with The Divine 
Mother, whose Essence embraces but is 
not limited by the biological karma of ei¬ 
ther one’s birth mother or one’s tribe, 
race, or ethnicity. 

There is one other phrase within the 
body of the Wisdom Teachings found in 
esoteric astrology that I would like to dis¬ 
cuss. We have all been taught that Nep¬ 
tune is the veil and that the Sun ex¬ 
presses pure radiance. But what of the 
ancient statement that tells us just the 
reverse, that from the level of the per¬ 
sonality, the Sun veils Neptune? The Sun 
has three levels of radiation: the physical 
body of the Sun (the vitality found in all 
the forms found on the physical plane and 
which energizes the human personality), 
the Heart of the Sun/Son (the Soul), and 
the Spiritual Sun. 

This third is known as the Monad and 
may be partially defined as the nucleus of 
Divine Light found In the center of each 
individual. This Light is brought into hu¬ 
man consciousness producing Self-real- 
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ization through the process of individua¬ 
tion—or initiation, as it is also called. The 
Monad is also referred to as "The Jewel 
In the Lotus,” and it is by this name that 
it is probably best known to the reader. It 
is the exoteric physical body of the Sun 
that is veiling the true "higher octave" of 
Neptunian energy. This is the Love of the 
Christ/Krishna/Soul Force. Let us re¬ 
member that Venus, Goddess of Love, 
was born adult and whole rising out of Fa¬ 
ther Neptune’s ocean. Thus it is the sep¬ 
aratist desires and egocentric, immature, 
emotional nature that obscures this 
Greater Divine Love from our awareness. 
Once the physical Sun, as ruler of the per¬ 
sonality, ceases to energize the illusion- 
ary nature of Neptune and instead the 
Heart of the Sun begins to nurture the wa¬ 
ters of this planet, our emotional nature 
is made sacred. Our waters (the astral 
body) are now a fit vehicle for blessings 
and baptism. It is then that Neptune re¬ 
veals itself as an expression of both the 
Christ and His Mother, and we move 
through life as agents of healing and 
wholeness. 

Now let’s briefly explore the function of 
Neptune as it transits the planets of the 
natal chart. We should keep several 
things in mind as we explore these vari¬ 
ous planetary combinations: 

1. Neptune takes about 14 years to tran¬ 
sit each of the 12 signs, as its solar 
orbit is 164.79 years. When we con¬ 
sider that Neptune is retrograde about 
half the time, a Neptune transit of a 
particular point in the horoscope can 
last about two years. 

2. Neptune will have a more potent influ¬ 
ence on one’s life if the natal Sun, 
Moon, or Ascendant is in Pisces or if 
Neptune is conjunct the Ascendant or 
the Midheaven. 

3. If Neptune is in natal aspect to the four 
major angles, the luminaries, or any 
planet and—by transit—"touches” the 
same point or planet that it connects 
with in the natal chart, that transit will 


also be quite important. Example: Natal 
Neptune conjunct the Sun in Cancer and 
the current transit of Neptune in Pisces 
trines that natal conjunction, thus em¬ 
phasizing its meaning in one's life, 

Neptune/Sun: Neptune dissolves. 
When it touches the Sun, it dissolves the 
sense of the separated self. There will be 
the tendency for the individual to feel very 
alienated from life in general and to move 
into a period of withdrawal and greater 
solitude. If the person is of a more spiri¬ 
tual nature, he or she will experience a 
progressive sense of identification with 
the "life supernal," marking a period of 
the expansion of love and compassion. If 
this is not the case, this gradual dis-iden- 
ttficatton with the ego can lead to fear and 
panic or a retreat info drugs or other ad¬ 
dictions. Bottom line: illusion or illumina¬ 
tion; greater identification with finding 
Oneself or a tendency to lose oneself in 
addictions and mirages. Quote from a 
young Pisces student of mine: “I want to 
lose myself in love!" in response, my stri¬ 
dent Aries voice rang out: "You idiot! You 
do not want to lose yourself in love. You 
want to find yourself in Love.” 

Neptune/Moon: Dear readers, kindly re¬ 
fer back to the body of this article where 
I write at length about the Moon and Nep¬ 
tune. Bottom line: Either an increase in 
one’s true path of nurturing or great illu¬ 
sions come to the fore regarding the na¬ 
ture of personal emotions and needs. Re¬ 
cent quote from a young lady friend of my 
secretary who said in reference to her cur¬ 
rent suffering about her boyfriend: "But 
you cannot lie to your feelings.” I told my 
assistant to mention to his friend: "But 
your feelings can lie to you." 

Neptune/Mercury: This transit when 
positive can indicate a time for great and 
profound perceptions into the heart of any 
matter. If can also open the door to mys¬ 
tical or occult studies, as well as to the 
writing of poetry, novels, and lyrics. When 
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challenging, this can be a time of self-de¬ 
ceit or deception coming from others. It 
is also a period when that ancient saying 
"To thine own self be true" may never be 
truer. At that time, if the transit is a help¬ 
ful one, the individual may just discover a 
"greater truth." 

Neptune/Venus: "When I fall in love, it 
will be forever/Or I'll never fall in love” are 
the opening lines of a song I first heard 
in the 1950s. I believe it was in a ro¬ 
mantic Hollywood war film produced in 
Technicolor, Difficult Neptune/Venus tran¬ 
sits definitely mean deception and illu¬ 
sions surrounding love and/or money. 

Meptune transiting in conjunction, 
square, inconjunction, or opposition to 
your natal Venus would not be a good time 
to enter into a business relationship with 
someone with whom you also have a ro¬ 
mantic interest. Even a positive transit 
could prove nebulous if the natal rela¬ 
tionship between these two planets were 
connected by hard aspect. Conjunctions 
give very intense periods of "falling in 
love” that often result in "falling into illu¬ 
sions." On the other hand, positive as¬ 
pects between the two (especially if they 
are positively connected in the natal map) 
give wonderful experiences in the arts 
and/or with artistic people—and, yes, the 
opportunity for deeply romantic relation¬ 
ships. With any aspect of Neptune, I would 
trust an ancient "Okenism”: Always keep 
one toe out of the astral bathtub! 

Neptune/Mars: Battles based on the 
dubious ethics of martyrdom and overly 
feverish, devoted attitudes toward religion 
should be avoided at any time but espe¬ 
cially with a difficult Neptune-to-Mars tran¬ 
sit. The positive aspects can serve as 
"knives in the water”—cutting through the 
dross of illusions to get at the truth of any 
situation. Neptune/Mars, when positive, 
also helps to point one in the correct di¬ 
rection to satisfy our urge to be of help to 
others. A balance can be and has to be 
reached between giving of oneself to 


some greater cause and not having a self 
to give. 

Neptune/Jupiter: When positive this is 
like finding oneself in an ancient hall of 
learning or in a beautiful library filled with 
sacred texts that you can also under¬ 
stand! It is a time when personal ideals 
can be raised up to a level of merging into 
ones that are far more universal. When 
negative, this combination creates addic¬ 
tions to false idols, be they religions, 
philosophies, or people who pose as hi¬ 
erophants and priests but who are de¬ 
ceitful or just plain wrong. The challenge 
is that one is seeking to belong to some 
path that supports one's ideals no matter 
how illusionary they may be. 

Neptune/Saturn: These two planets are 
very antithetical. Saturn seeks to consoli¬ 
date and define, while Neptune seeks to dif¬ 
fuse and dissolve. The transiting sextile or 
trine between the two helps us to perceive 
the nebulous and secret. This is thus a fine 
aspect to have if one is doing laboratory re¬ 
search or needs to create the practical 
structure for a film, ballet, or artistic ven¬ 
ture. In relationships, these positive con¬ 
tacts allow us to see where our illusions 
surround another person and/or the rela¬ 
tionship itself. The square or opposition 
makes it very difficult to separate the real 
from the ideal. In relationships, be they ro¬ 
mantic or business, it is difficult to sense 
or create firm boundaries. Neptune con¬ 
joined Saturn can be very helpful for dis¬ 
solving false walls that separate us from 
those with whom or that with which we want 
most to connect. On the other hand, it 
makes it nearly impossible to Impose cor¬ 
rect boundaries in matters associated with 
Saturn's natal house position. Please keep 
in mind that transiting conjunctions are 
"variable aspects.” Understanding them re¬ 
quires a good knowledge of astrological syn¬ 
thesis. Hint: Know the nature of planets and 
how these natures shift when merged. 

Neptune/Uranus: We now enter into 
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the realm of higher-octave planets as- 
pecting one another. Here, so much has 
to do with the generational implications. 
For example, I was born in 1944 when 
Neptune was trine Uranus in Libra and 
Gemini, respectively. This gave me, and 
so many others of my generation, a very 
open attitude to the transcendental, and 
hence we were the “Flower Power" kids 
of the 1960s. This transcendental per¬ 
spective has remained with me and so 
many others (now in our late 60s and ear- 
ly 70s) and has produced one of the 
coolest groups of grandparents ever seen 
on this planet! It also produced a lot of 
disillusioned, older people whose dreams 
of a free-iove utopia dissolved and a lot 
of rather stoned older people who regu¬ 
larly go to Colorado or Amsterdam for 
“medical reasons.” When Neptune moved 
by transit from Sagittarius through 
Pisces, aspecting both its own place and 
that of Uranus, it gave many opportuni¬ 
ties (regardless of aspect, as the natal 
one between the two is a trine) for spiri¬ 
tual advancement and the development 
of consciousness. Those who were able 
to take these opportunities are consid¬ 
ered “wise elders” now. The others are 
just stoned old folks. The following group, 
with natal Neptune in Libra square 
Uranus in Cancer, and the one following 
that, with Neptune in Scorpio square 
Uranus in Leo, also have a strong feeling 
about the transcendental, multi-dimen¬ 
sional nature of life, but generally have 
had a more difficult time bringing per¬ 
sonal definition to these energies, both 
in terms of the natal positions and the 
transits of Neptune to them. 

Neptune/Neptune: Neptune in Capri¬ 
corn was square to the Neptune-in-Libra 
generation and then trine to Neptune when 
it transited Aquarius. The Capricorn-Libra 
square put a strain on relationships and a 
strong tone of practical reality, as the Nep¬ 
tune-in-Libra generation is—in my view— 
super-idealistic about relationships and 
the “someday my prince/princess/soul¬ 


mate will come" ethos. The Neptune-in- 
Sagittarius generation is currently getting 
hit by a square from transiting Neptune in 
Pisces. This has resulted in the ideals un¬ 
derlying the wars of religious intolerance 
that plague ourtimes, as so many leaders 
of these terrorist groups are of an age to 
have natal Neptune in Sagittarius. Many 
of the younger Neptune-in-Capricorn group, 
born from the late 1980s to mid-1990s, 
also have Uranus in Capricorn, while the 
1988-90 group have Saturn in Capricorn 
and Pluto in Scorpio as well. This group, 
when militant, will seek to annihilate ex¬ 
isting governmental structures—and re¬ 
place them with themselves! The current 
transit of Neptune sextile the Capricorn 
placements and trine natal Pluto in Scor¬ 
pio brings this group into manifestation as 
a generation or group of generations, and 
the result is what you see on CNN, I wifi 
at some point write an article elaborating 
upon these generational commentaries. 

Neptune/Pluto: Neptune’s transits to 
Uranus, Neptune, and Pluto in genera! will 
do very little on individual levels of per¬ 
sonal consciousness, as the majority of 
people cannot objectify and individuate 
these higher energy fields; they can only 
be collectively affected by them. As I have 
briefly pointed out in the previous para¬ 
graphs, such transits of higher-octave 
planets to their natal positions express 
as generational forms of manifestation, 
affecting the movement of collective con¬ 
sciousness over that of the individual. 
Those who can respond personally to 
these planetary movements will find that 
these transits help them to become fur¬ 
ther individuated in terms of social par¬ 
ticipation (Uranus), spiritual recognition 
(Neptune), and creative-power potentials 
(Pluto). The transiting squares and oppo¬ 
sitions of higher-octave bodies to natal 
higher-octave planets augur the tests and 
trials that the development of conscious¬ 
ness requires, while the transiting sextiles 
and trines bring the just rewards for such 
efforts. Transiting Neptune to natal Pluto 
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(currently Neptune in Pisces trine Pluto in 
Scorpio, square Pluto in Sagittarius, and 
sextile to Pluto in Capricorn) can do much 
to help a person penetrate into the nature 
of higher awareness, but to the children 
of the Middle East, Africa, and in too many 
streets and schools in the United States, 
this awakening to the collective nature of 
life is, so sadly, happening as a result of 
death and destruction, wars and pesti¬ 
lence. "And this too shall pass..."

But what is your approach to friend¬ 
ship, and does Milne have a phrase that 
encapsulates you? Let's see. 

As soon as I saw you, 1 knew a grand ad¬ 
venture was about to happen. Well, Aries, 
doesn't that about sum it up for you? The 
people you most adore are the ones with 
whom you can share the best of times. Find¬ 
ing someone with whom to sit around and 
commiserate isn’t really on your list. You'd 
rather be out in the world doing exciting 
things and sharing those adventures with 
someone who loves them as much as you 
do. Tea parties are less enthralling, even if 
the guests have many interesting things to 
say. Instead, you see yourself with a group 
of passionate people, going down the 
rapids, navigating the course of a race¬ 
track—or, okay, playing golf or tennis. The 
thing about the people whose company you 
choose most often to enjoy is that you may 
not know the details about them all that 
well. You're not here to produce a dossier, 
after all, but rather to live life on the edge, 
savoring every moment and remembering 
the things you do, the things you do togeth¬ 
er. Even if you have a collection of happy 
friend photos snapped over the years, they 
usually depict you in the middle of activities. 
"Here we are doing...here we are at.,.here 
we are seeing.” You're never just on the 
couch holding hands or playing Scrabbie. 
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Perhaps there’s even a sense of good-na¬ 
tured competition between yourself and your 
besties. Who will win the coveted such-and- 
such trophy this year? Even if it's just some 
dopey papier-mache item produced in grade 
school, it has significance and can be one 
of the threads that entwines you in long-last¬ 
ing friendship. If you encounter a crisis, you 
may not think to open up to your friends but 
rather expect a spouse to deal with this bur¬ 
den with or for you, although you'll probably 
be willing to loan or give 
money to a buddy in fis¬ 
cal ruin. Friendship is a 
source of happy feel¬ 
ings, congenial interac¬ 
tion, much more than 
heavy emotions. As we 
said, it’s all about the ad¬ 
ventures. 

It is more fun to talk 
with someone who 
doesn't use long, diffi¬ 
cult words but rather 
short, easy words like, 

“What about lunch?" 

Yes, Taurus, there's no 
question that fine dining, or simple din¬ 
ing, or even just grabbing a hot dog, is 
part of the central equation in your friend¬ 
ship module. I know a Taurus who said 
that most of the memories of her best re¬ 
lationships occurred at a table and were 
defined by all the good food that had been 
shared. Eating together produces a sort 
of natural intimacy in which it's comfort¬ 
able to open up and to share thoughts 
and feelings, even a few confessions. It 
just adds another layer of nourishment to 
the situation. If you’re both miserable over 
love gone wrong, you can binge together. 
If you’re in the flourish of a new love, you 
can double date together, ordering family 
style or nibbling off more than just two 
plates. If you're both part of a couple you 
can host dinner parties, have an excuse 
to buy something nice to wear, and share 
delicious food in your beautiful homes. At 
the bottom of all this may well be gluttony, 


but there’s really more to it, for at the 
heart of it all is the desire to celebrate 
the beauty and pleasure of life, and to 
have someone alongside you who appre¬ 
ciates what you do to taste it. That sigh 
of pleasure is deeply magnified when 
someone else emits it as well; and your 
food tastes even better when a friend 
moans in appreciation. You’ll certainly 
take yourself out for a meal or a treat, but 
strolling beside someone who knows and 

appreciates you, who 
says, “No, you don’t 
look fat in that," or per¬ 
haps, "Well, just eat 
fewer carbs tomorrow,’’

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YOUR LUCKY ZODIACAL NUMBERS 

Here are your lucky numbers for each day of the month. The numbers can be used as they are or rearranged 
and used equally well. For example, take the lucky number for Capricorn on January 4, which is 371. This 
number can be used as 317 or 173 so long as the total value remains 2 (3+ 7 + 1 = 11; 1 + 1 = 2). 
However, the number is numerically and astrologically correct as it is given. The same explanation applies 
to all of the signs. The three digits listed under Capricorn as the "sign number* give the basic vibrations for 
the sign itself. These digits total up to 3 (6 + 5 + 1 = 12; 1 + 2 = 3), which is the first digit listed of the 
three numbers for the day. The second digit is derived by noting the house of the solar chart in which the 
IVloon is transiting during that day. For Capricorn, the Moon in Cancer is transiting their seventh house on 
the 4th; this has a value of 7 and is the second digit listed. The last digit is obtained by noting the plane¬ 
tary day ruler and the number vibration for that ruler. January 4 is a Sunday, ruled by the Sun, which has a 
vibration of 1. The combination of these numerical vibrations gives 371 as the lucky number for Capricorn 
on January 4. The same method for selection of daily numbers is used for the other eleven signs. One or 
two numbers can be derived from the lucky number for any particular day. For instance, the lucky number for 
Capricorn on January 30 is 366. The single digits added together total 15, which can be used if two num¬ 
bers are desired, or 15 can be reduced to 6 if one number is desired. Note: On days when the Moon is 
changing signs—indicated by *—check the "Self-Guidance Chart* for the time it enters another sign and 
make the necessary adjustment in the second digit. The sign changes are set for E.S.T. In other time zones, 
the change may occur on the day previous to the one indicated here. In this case, two adjustments must be 
made—one for the house position of the Moon (second digit) and the other for the number vibration of the 
day ruler (third digit). Good luck.

S hadow 

The Total Solar 
Eclipse of 2017 

by ELIZABETH ROZAN 


Being "in the flow" can have a number of meanings. The one / fa¬ 
vor at the moment is related to being in the path of celestial phe¬ 
nomena. This came to my awareness as a piece of found art, situ¬ 
ated on a sidewalk, in a synchronistic occurrence I can describe as 
Jupiterian (i.e., mirthfully profound). The experience had to do with 
this plaque that I had happened upon. 




The plaque, made of brass and situat¬ 
ed between bricks on the pavement, was 
Inscribed, "Total Eclipse,” with the name 
of a city, "St Louis,” just below. Notice that 
it says “Total,” not Solar or Lunar. Notice, 
too, the city mentioned. Notice that no 
date is mentioned. Synchronistic clues... 

Carl Jung described synchronicity as an 
acausal connecting principle, depicting a 
moment when two or more events show 
meaningful relationship, but are not 
causally related. 1 These moments give 
one pause and encourage a deconstruc¬ 
tion to find meaning beneath the surface. 
This essay will describe my deconstruc¬ 
tion process. 

I found this "message" in Arlington 
Heights, Massachusetts. This town is des¬ 


ignated as the birthplace of Uncle Sam, 
our American icon. West of this town, 
along the avenue, is Lexington, the place 
of American Liberty, when the Revolution¬ 
ary War began on April 19, 1776, and fur¬ 
ther west still is Concord, the stomping 
ground of the Transcendentalists, Henry 
David Thoreau, author of Walden, and his 
friend Ralph Waldo Emerson, the sage of 
Concord. I duly noted that Emerson spent 
his lifetime pondering the laws of the 
mind, such as instinct and perception, 
memory, imagination, Inspiration, common 
sense, wit and humor, poetry, will, and 
dreams/omens/coincidences, and that 
he understood! them to be keys in the path 
of seEf-development. 2 

I also duly noted the irony that I was 
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walking in a dear neighborhood, filled with 
fond memories. It's the kind of Main Street 
that hasn't changed much—the pizza 
place still on the corner, a Brigham's ad¬ 
vertising lime rickeys in the summer, and 
an old-fashioned 5 & 10 store, which in 
fact was from where I was coming, after 
having purchases a few yards of plastic 
sheeting for my sister, who needed it for a 
project we had been discussing. It was the 
kind of store where you could find anything 
vaguely retro, and, in fact, we had spent 
many summers there for reasons we still 
don't quite understand, in a home 
across from a cloistered con¬ 
vent, which echoed our ac¬ 
tual family home miles 
away but also just 
doors away from a 
convent. 

When I saw this 
plaque, I recalled 
another memory, 
that of hanging out 
with other children 
awaiting the “end of 
the world" predicted 
by the omens of oth¬ 
er eclipse events. 

There we were, sitting on 
the sidewalk, not a parent in 
sight. Someone had a watch for 
timing, and all of us had makeshift glass¬ 
es so we could experience the odd shift 
in light and not go blind. Flooding in from 
this obscure tide of memory were images 
of our skinny little bodies walking briskly 
over ancient tree roots to find just the 
right spot at Walden Pond in July, again 
parentless, and decidedly free. 

But why St. Louis, and so far from the 
northeastern seaboard? My flow of 
thought went something like this: Mis¬ 
souri; the Mississippi; Middle America; 
the Spirit of St. Louis; the St. Louis Car¬ 
dinals, Rams, and Blues; the Gateway 
Arch. Why would I, an astrologer who pays 
attention to the treacherous zones of un¬ 
even bricks as well as far-reaching celes¬ 
tial phenomena, see this plaque, placed 


here of all places, at this moment in time? 
Let's look at the chart of the moment, 

I asked the question: What does this 
mean? From a horary perspective, the say¬ 
ing goes: “Judge not upon every trivial no¬ 
tion.” Was this trivial? You test it out and 
see if anything clicks. From a horary in¬ 
terpretation perspective—querent (me) is 
represented by the Ascendant, ruled by 
Mercury. The co-signlficator is represent¬ 
ed by the Moon, also ruled by Mercury, 
and the question of what it means is a 
ninth-house issue. Not too shabby. The 
Moon stands out in the ninth, in 
Gemini. The Moon is ruled by 
Mercury and square to 
Mercury, while applying 
to a trine to Mars. Mer¬ 
cury as ruler, in its 
fall in watery Pisces, 
opposes the Ascen¬ 
dant, and operates 
through Jupiter, 
which is pressing 
In on an opposition 
to Pluto. The mirth¬ 
ful communicative 
link... 

The April Grand 
Square Is closing in; this 
sighting came just before 
the spring eclipses of April 15 
and 29, 2014, and before the fifth con¬ 
tact of the Uranus-Pluto square on April 
21, with the reconstruction of awareness 
in full swing. 

With synchronistic events, intuition, 
trust, and exploration are needed to solve 
the mystery. I took this sighting, and the 
accompanying chart of the moment, as 
clear evidence that Mercury was dashing 
in with a message of some kind, perhaps 
related to the need to communicate some¬ 
thing about eclipses, or, more specifically, 
about a total eclipse in St. Louis. Okay.,, 
Eclipses occur with regularity, in a kind 
of swinging movement through the zodi¬ 
ac, described in Metonic and Saros cy¬ 
cles, occurring every 19 years and 18 
years, respectively, at a level of complex- 
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ity I've never quite grasped. During an 
eclipse, the Sun, Moon, the Moon's 
Nodes, and the Earth align in ways that 
create shadows. In a solar eclipse, which 
occurs at the New Moon, the Moon comes 
between the Sun and the Earth, casting a 
shadow on the Earth. The umbra, penum¬ 
bra, and antumbra are three distinct parts 
of the shadow, created by any light source 
after impinging on an opaque object. 3 The 
umbra is the darkest, the innermost part, 
and is experienced only during a total so¬ 
lar eclipse. Jung’s work with the Shadow 
might be metaphorically instruc¬ 
tive here. The strength of 
will, as suggested by the 
Sun, and the depth of 
emotion, as suggest¬ 
ed by the Moon, are 
brought into power¬ 
ful relationship. In 
totality, with solar 
light blocked, the 
brilliant corona of 
the burning Sun is 
all that is visible, 
while the Moon cre¬ 
ates shadow play. The 
Sun energy must pass 
through the lunar detritus 
before it reaches the Earth. 

This is the power of the Hermetic 
Formulary, the holistic triumvirate of Spir¬ 
it, Soul, and Body. The usually flowing con¬ 
scious spirit of the Sun is blocked, over¬ 
ridden by the unconscious emotional, soul 
realm of the Moon. The full channel is 
aligned for deeper expression on the body 
of the Earth. Here we have a super-charge 
for the New Moon instincts to emerge. 

A total eclipse is an awe-inspiring ce¬ 
lestial event. The light in the sky changes 
to a kind of shimmering gray-turquoise, a 
mix of blue, yellow, green, and gray. To look 
at the obscured brilliance in the sky, spe¬ 
cial eye protection is needed. People talk 
about eclipses, watch them, and wait for 
events to manifest, personally or globally. 
An eclipse is transformative and indicates 
where change is needed or coming. 4 


At this point in my deconstruction 
process, I was not yet clear if there had been 
a total eclipse involving St. Louis, or if there 
was to be one. Technologically, we are at an 
advantageous time period. A few clicks in 
with the keywords "St. Louis” and "eclipse,” 
and I was stunned: on August 21, 2017, 
there will be a Total Solar Eclipse, and It has 
been labeled “the Great American Eclipse.” 5 
According to the website's host, it will touch 
only the mainland of the United States, cut¬ 
ting a swath of shadow from Newport, Ore¬ 
gon, to Charleston, South Carolina, with a 
band that basically cuts St. Louis In 
half—half in the shadow, half 
out. That seemed significant! 
Through this website, this 
event is being publi¬ 
cized, explored, book- 
marked, and looked 
forward to by thou¬ 
sands of eclipse- 
chasers, people who 
make it a point of go¬ 
ing to the locale being 
impacted to experi¬ 
ence and be infused 
with this unique cosmic 
energy. 

At this point I write to 
the website host, who clear¬ 
ly has done some research, and 
ask him why, did he think, a notice sug¬ 
gesting this eclipse was etched on the 
sidewalk In Arlington Heights, MA? He 
is stunned. He wants to know more, I 
send him the picture and continue my 
research. But before I can say “Alice in 
Wonderland,” I discover that the side¬ 
walk clue is actually a calling card of the 
Kupferle Total Eclipse Model #36 Street 
Washer! 6 This amazing piece of equip¬ 
ment was manufactured at the Kupfer¬ 
le Foundry Company, In operation since 
1857 in St, Louis, Missouri. The web¬ 
site describes It like this: "The Total 
Eclipse Model #36 is designed and en¬ 
gineered for wash down and filling 
needs. The #36 provides a point to re¬ 
trieve water to wash down wastewater 
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treatment areas or fill an area with wa¬ 
ter. The #36 sits flush with the ground, 
saving space in walking areas. The cast 
iron box and lid are not traffic rated. The 
Total Eclipse model #36 comes stan¬ 
dard with all brass and aluminum work¬ 
ing parts, available nozzle and inlet 
sizes are 3/4 or 1 in. compression type 
self draining non-freezing drain, cast- 
iron box and lid. And as with all Kupfer¬ 
le products, the Total Eclipse model 
#36 is fully serviceable from above 
ground—no digging!” 

Ah, Mercury's watery Pisces! The 
Kupferle product line site map is full of 
double meanings: Eclipse, Total Eclipse, 
Eclipse Series. But the one I liked best 
was their motto, set against a map of the 
U.S., as their products are made In the 
U.S.A., which says: “Go with the flow," 
When I tell the website host about my dis¬ 
covery, we share something like amuse¬ 
ment. 

It is important to note that as¬ 
tronomers and astrologers share the star¬ 
ry skies. They look for different things, per¬ 
haps. Astronomers look at the event as a 
physical event, while astrologers look for 
metaphysical meaning in the event. As a 
shared event, the awe-inspiring nature of 
eclipses speaks for itself. The experience 
served to educate and inform, which is 
the mission of www.eclipse2017.org. 
There is copious research data and en¬ 
thusiasm for this celestial event on this 
and other websites, but what is unique 
about this site is that the host is urging 
people to get to the umbra as an experi¬ 
ence. And he provides a lot of information 
to facilitate the decision about exactly 
where to be at that special time. But, on 
to the astrology of it... 

Astrologically, eclipses are considered 
wild cards, bringing events that push one 
or groups forward in a sort of evolution¬ 
ary way. With this process, there are end¬ 
ings and beginnings. Solar eclipses sug¬ 
gest new beginnings, as they are 
essentially Mew Moon energy. Like most 
things astrological, eclipses embrace 


probabilities of a thematic nature and 
multivalence of an archetypal nature. 

Since the band of impact is so far- 
reaching across the nation, the chart cast 
here is for the location of St. Louis, since, 
well, since it was the instructive connec¬ 
tion indicated on the Kupferle plaque. 
(Note that the umbra does not fall exact¬ 
ly on St. Louis, and that the shadow's 
edge splits the town.) 

There Is dignity in this chart from the 
Sun and Mercury, with the Sun as the dis- 
positor and Mercury retrograde. Both 
straddle the MC. The period of eclipse 
runs approximately three hours, from 
when the Moon touches the Sun's edge 
at 11:58 A.M. C.D.T. to when It leaves the 
Sun's edge at 2:53 PM. Fixed fire is the 
predominant mode and element. Mars 
rules the chart, with Scorpio Rising, and 
Miars is involved in two of the three yods 
In this chart. 

There are a number of things to con¬ 
sider in evaluating an eclipse. I list them 
here with minimal comment, as unlike mu¬ 
sic videos, much can be left to the imag¬ 
ination. 

Power Gauge 

This is an eclipse, not just a New 
Moon. 

North Node is within four degrees of 
the Sun-Moon conjunction. 

Transit by Saturn by December, in trine. 
In Sag.,.could be instructive, or involve law 
or higher education. 

Mars is close, eight degrees from Sun- 
Moon conjunction. This is a fixed eclipse, 
not cardinal. 

Because this is an eclipse on LLS. soil, 
the U.S. chart is an important considera¬ 
tion. In the Sibley chart (July 4, 1776, 
5:10 PM., Philadelphia, PA), this eclipse 
is in opposition to the third-house U.S. 
Moon at 27"+ Aquarius. U.S. education? 
U.S. neighbors? 

Portal 

Is the nodal portal North or South? In 
this case, the North Node sits four degrees 
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from the Sun-Moon conjunction. The North 
Node suggests intake or gain, auspicious 
energy that can still be disruptive as it 
comes in. Events under an eclipse may 
seem random or surprising, and as having 
great significance, information that comes 
forward during eclipses needs attention. 

Element 

The sign and element of the eclipse is 
significant, as is the fixed star or planet 
in closest proximity, which technically then 
“rules" the eclipse. In this case, the Sun- 
Mioon conjunction is at 28*53’ Leo—fire. 
This is the Sun’s natural placement. On a 
mundane level, it brings prominence, em¬ 
inence, focus to and on leaders. It can 
bring sensational events, action, or inspi¬ 
ration. It can bring heat, lack of rain. On 
a personal level, an influx of creative en¬ 
ergy, with emotional detritus being puri¬ 
fied, freeing up the playfulness, is sug¬ 
gested. 

Ruler of the Eclipse 

The Sun-Moon conjunction is at 28'+ 
Leo. The North Node is at 24"+ Leo, Rx, 
and Mars is at 20 p + Leo. 

Mars will play a significant role in this 
eclipse. Pioneering, courageous, pas¬ 
sionate, quick energy needs a good chan¬ 
nel against any aggression and strife. 
Jupiter is sextile to the Mars degree, sug¬ 
gesting a fun party atmosphere filled with 
activity, rather than war. And Saturn, 
though Rx, is toning Mars, also suggest¬ 
ing an instructive structure to the event. 
With Scorpio Rising, this chart shows 
Mars in additional prominence, as the 
chart ruler. Mars is also involved in two 
of the three yods in the chart, suggesting 
some dramatic turn-around at the last 
minute. 

Fixed Star Proximity 

The Sun is near Regulus, which is now 
at O' Virgo. This is a revenge alert. 

Mercury is conjunct Thuban, now at 7* 
Virgo. This is a message about guarding 
a treasure. Pluto is conjunct Rukbat, at 


16* Capricorn. This relates to the Archer, 
so a pointed arrow. 

Time Period 

Solar Eclipses are said to have a shelf 
life of 3.5 years, holding the space for re¬ 
lated events to unfold. This depends on 
the duration of the eclipse. In this case, 
the block of time from beginning to end 
of the event is approximately three hours, 
which translates to three years, The 
eclipse begins with the Moon touching the 
Sun's edge at approximately 11:58 A.M. 
C.D.T., and leaving the Sun’s edge at ap¬ 
proximately 2:53 PM. 

Trigger Points 

With Mars playing a key role, events 
may occur more dominantly when Mars 
reaches the 28'+ Leo zone in early Sep¬ 
tember. 

Venus, too, will pass that section of the 
zodiac mid-September. Saturn will move 
over the eclipse degree in December. 

Mars often initiates, while Saturn can 
bring closure. 

This suggests that the last four months 
of 2017 will be active; it is the first se¬ 
mester of that school year before the win¬ 
ter break. 

Key Configurations 

There are three yods in this chart: 

Saturn sextile South Node, quincunx to 
Venus, Mars sextile Jupiter, quincunx Nep- 
tune-Chiron; Pluto sextile Neptune, quin¬ 
cunx Mars. 

Mars plays a role in two. Venus’ move¬ 
ment over Mars on September 11-12 can 
get some sparks flying. 

Except for comments about Mars being 
the Ascendant ruler, these factors would 
apply to the eclipse chart at any location, 
St. Louis is representative of the spirit of 
the U.S.A. somehow, and the impact of 
this event is on the entire country—not 
New York or Washington, D C., or San Fran¬ 
cisco, but Middle America. And that the 
event splits St. Louis is another interest- 
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ing phenomenon. The idea of getting into 
the umbra feels like Woodstock, being a 
part of something major, and off line, out 
with real people experiencing a real phe¬ 
nomenon, What is the impact of being in 
an umbral shadow? Would Et be similar to 
standing in a crop circle right after it was 
etched, or to consuming wheat or a piece 
of bread made from that grain? Is the re¬ 
sult heightened cosmic receptors? Deep¬ 
er consciousness attune me nt? According 
to the web host of www.eclipse2017.org, 
experiencing the umbra of totality is "a 
memorable, life changing event which 
burns in memory and never fades." 7 

Consider that there hasn’t been an 
eclipse with a path of totality from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic since 1918, that 
the totality has a 2’40” duration in Hop¬ 
kinsville, Kentucky, that the possible lo¬ 
cales for sighting and experiencing it, 
weather permitting, of course, run from 
Oregon, through Idaho, Wyoming, Ne¬ 
braska, Missouri, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Georgia, North Carolina, to South Car¬ 
olina. Surely, somewhere along that 
path would make a nice vacation spot 
in the heat of the summer. It gives new 
meaning to the idea of going with the 
flow. A caution alert, though: Mercury 
will be Rx.

WHEN CAN I RETIRE? 

Dear Eileen, Do you see a time 
in the next six years when it might 
be advantageous for me to retire? 
With my current Saturn Return 
and its square to my Midheaven, I 
am ready to retire now. I recently 
got a real-estate license to take 
advantage of Jupiter’s transit in my 
third and fourth houses and have 
had some success in that field. 
Will I have to wait another eight 
years to retire? I was born Febru¬ 
ary 11,1955, at 11:56 A.M. E.S.T., 
39N55/75W16, 

You are absolutely right that you have 
been experiencing your second Saturn Re¬ 
turn along with Its square to your Mid¬ 
heaven. A Saturn transit can be a strong 
indicator of retirement. It makes sense 
that you have become frustrated with your 


day-to-day routine and are wondering how 
much longer you have left to work. The 
second Saturn Return, which occurs when 
we are in our late fifties, is a time when 
we face some serious truths about who 
we are and how we wish to live out the 
rest of our Incarnation. Your natal Saturn 
in Scorpio in the sixth house indicates 
that you are a very hard-working individ¬ 
ual who has probably gone through some 
deep career changes throughout the 
course of your life. With a tenth-house 
Sun conjoined Mercury in Aquarius, you 
are someone who needs to be in the pub¬ 
lic eye and who enjoys meeting and com¬ 
municating with new people. This would 
be especially true for you, given that you 
have Mercury-ruled Gemini Rising, sug¬ 
gesting that you have a restless and in¬ 
quisitive personality that thrives on di¬ 
verse intellectual interests. With your 
natal Moon in Libra, you are basically a 
social person who needs to form signifi¬ 
cant relationships with others. You also 
have Venus in Capricorn, which is anoth¬ 
er indicator that you value work and pro¬ 
fession. I r m not sure if you will ever real¬ 
ly retire completely from public service, 
but you are most likely discontent with the 
work you are presently doing and need to 
retire so you can pursue other avenues of 
self-expression. 
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You are still in the process of finishing 
up a cycle that began in 2001-02 when tran¬ 
siting Saturn in Gemini came to your first 
house of self-identity. When transiting Sat¬ 
urn makes a conjunction with the Ascen¬ 
dant, it begins a fourteen-year period below 
the horizon of the chart. You are in the 
process of bringing to completion work you 
had embarked upon in 2001 in preparation 
for a new Saturn cycle. Saturn entered 
Sagittarius at the end of 2014 and will 
move into your seventh house of partner¬ 
ship in 2016. It is then that you will begin 
a new cycle based on Saturn's journey 
above the horizon in your chart. This will be 
an important time for you to reevaluate how 
you wish to live your life in the outer world. 
At that time, you will either end or begin sig¬ 
nificant professional and personal relation¬ 
ships. Perhaps you will meet someone who 
will help you to take your life in a new di¬ 
rection, or you may begin to study a partic¬ 
ular subject or start out on a path that will 
enable you to change your professional 
work. You mention that you have worked in 
real estate, which is a good choice for you, 
given that your Jupiter in Cancer makes a 
conjunction with Uranus, the ruler of your 
tenth house of career. Since Jupiter rules 
your seventh house of others, I would imag¬ 
ine that you gain satisfaction from helping 
people to secure their domestic lives. A 
free-lance position where you can make up 
your own hours would be more suitable for 
an Aquarian with Gemini Rising, such as 
yourself. You also have the North Node and 
Venus in Capricorn in the eighth house of 
shared resources, another good indicator 
that you can attract people with money and 
status who are willing to spend on expen¬ 
sive real estate. Perhaps this would also al¬ 
low you to retire from a regular day-to-day 
job and still be in the public eye while mak¬ 
ing some money. 

You ask whether or not you will have to 
wait another eight years for full retire¬ 
ment. Starting in 2018, transiting Saturn 
in Capricorn will move through your eighth 
house of shared resources. At that time, 
you may want to begin the process of se¬ 


curing your pension or social security. 
There may be a very strong possibility to 
retire when Saturn enters Aquarius in the 
summer of 2020, at which time you will 
be 65, Saturn transits indicate retirement 
because they signify karmic endings and 
completions. While you have been feeling 
down and frustrated because of Saturn's 
transit through your sixth house, things 
should gradually seem more hopeful since 
Saturn left Scorpio and entered Sagittar¬ 
ius at the end of December 2014. Al¬ 
though Saturn will move back into Scor¬ 
pio from June to September 2015, the 
first five months of 2015 provide a sneak 
preview of a new reality for you and for all 
of us. When Saturn moves back into Sagit¬ 
tarius in September 2015, where It will re¬ 
main throughout 2017, you might decide 
to create a new work life that will enable 
you to stick it out until you are eligible for 
social security. You will either retire when 
Saturn in Capricorn makes a conjunction 
with your North Node and Venus in Capri¬ 
corn in 2018 or you will wait until Saturn 
enters Aquarius in 2020. 

I did your relocated chart for your cur¬ 
rent location (39N32/119W49) to see 
whether It could give us information about 
the timing of your retirement. While we are 
always our natal horoscope, the relocat¬ 
ed chart is another indicator of how we 
experience ourselves based on where we 
are living. Your relocated chart is a very 
dramatic one, as it shows an emphasis 
on angularity, which means that your cur¬ 
rent location has been a really good place 
for you on many levels. With Aries Rising 
and Mars in the first house, a Moon in Li¬ 
bra in the seventh house of partnership, 
and an elevated Venus in Capricorn in the 
tenth house, this has been a place for you 
to express yourself, find partnership, and 
have a fulfilling career. Transiting Saturn 
in Capricorn coming to your relocated 
tenth house in 2018 could also be a time 
for you to retire, given that Saturn at the 
Midheaven signifies reaching a pinnacle 
and the culmination of one's career. 

With transiting Uranus in Aries coming 
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to make a conjunction with your Mars in 
Aries this year, you will need more free¬ 
dom in your life, and that may suggest re¬ 
tirement or that you completely change 
professional directions and begin a new 
work life that is more in alignment with 
your essential sense of self. Your natal 
Sun-Pluto opposition implies that you are 
a very intense person who periodically 
goes through many changes and crises, 
as your life is a transformational process. 
You need to be in social contact with oth¬ 
ers, but you also seek to bring change and 
transformation into other people’s lives 
as well. The opposition of transiting 
Jupiter in Leo to your Sun in Aquarius from 
the end of 2014 until July 2015 will im¬ 
prove your overall life perspective; it can 
bring into your life new people who can 
help you to expand your life on ail levels. 
Take advantage of whatever good comes 
in 2015 as you gain more confidence and 
a vision for a new future, 

CAREER AS A 

PARANORMAL INVESTIGATOR? 

Dear Eileen, My question is about my 
career. I have worked as an herbalist and 
supplement specialist for 20 years and am 
planning to retire at 62 and do my own 
thing for income, I have a very good rep¬ 
utation in my field and have possible 
teaching opportunities; however, I am 
drawn (and I know it’s odd) to being 
trained to become a professional para¬ 
normal investigator. Do you see anything 
in my chart to explain my strange fasci¬ 
nation? Should I pursue this or chalk it up 
to a midlife crisis? I was born October 22 f 
1955, at 1:32 A.M. E.S.T., 38N25/S2W27. 

The first thing 1 would like to say is that 
I don’t think it is odd for you to be inter¬ 
ested in the world of the paranormal. 
Throughout 2014, you were experiencing 
your second Saturn Return. Being that 
Saturn rules your sixth house of work and 
that it is in Scorpio, it makes sense that 
you would have an interest In heaiing, psy¬

The Jupiter Return 
is an opportunity to move into a new so¬ 
cial direction that will unfold over a twelve- 
year period. During a Jupiter transit, we 
usually feel more confident, and we at¬ 
tract people and situations into our lives 
that can help us move toward a better, 
more positive future. If you want to ex¬ 
plore this new direction, take advantage 
of this transit and professional doors will 
open for you. Alternatively, this would be 
an auspicious time to increase your client 
base, or perhaps you will get an opportu¬ 
nity to move either your office or home 
into a new environment. 

Transiting Uranus in Aries is now mov¬ 
ing through your ninth house of travel, ed¬ 
ucation, and higher knowledge.

pend on Saturn in Capricorn, a transit that 
begins at the very end of 2017 and lasts 
until 2020. During this transit, you will de¬ 
cide whether or not to use the knowledge 
you have gained in a more professional 
manner. Until then, enjoy delving into this 
new and exciting venture.

I am so sorry for your troubles right 
now, but let's take a look at your chart and 
see if there is a light at the end of the tun¬ 
nel. Since you don’t have a time of birth, 
I will discuss your solar chart, which is 
based on your date of birth.

allies (Cancer). 

With Pluto in the eighth (Virgo), my suc¬ 
cess within the group (Jupiter) will be in di¬ 
rect proportion to my study/efficiency via 
initiation through the occult/mysticism. 

However, in order for me to become the 
“messenger or connector" that I was 
meant to be, I must keep in mind that it is 
my Sun (Gemini) that truly represents my

Mercury in the second house further 
indicates that her need to serve others 
(Jupiter) through some type of commu¬ 
nication (Gemini) would be grounded 
with plenty of deliberation, as well as 
sound logic. 

This is also the signature of one who 
is a fertile thinker who just happened to 
be further blessed with an impartial men¬ 
tal slant (Mercury in Aquarius) that would 
have a fascination for the latest ideas that 
are ultimately Injected into group con¬ 
sciousness. 

Whether it was through providing a 
stage for the wild magnetism of a "Doctor 
Phil,” who could cut through to the heart 
of things, or the refinement of a Maya An- 
gelou, Oprah has remained true to her in¬ 
ner core (Sun in Aquarius) by trying to rev¬ 
olutionize our behavior through the various 
“progressive thinkers" that she continues 
to promote through satisfying a need that 
has to do with her recognition of what her 
social duty is in this particular incarnation. 

Maya Angelou (April 4 T 1928; 2:10 PM. 
C.S.T.; St. Louis, MO) came into this world 
with her natal Jupiter in the eighth house 
but on the cusp of her ninth in Aries. She 
was someone who had her internal pilot 
on all the time (Aries), especially when it 
came to her need to get to the very core 
of another’s personal limitations/prob- 
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lems (Cancer, sign of Jupiter's exaltation, 
on the cusp of her twelfth). 

In looking at her natal chart, with Mars, 
the dlspositor of Jupiter, in the seventh 
house of alliances (Aquarius), we can see 
just where it was that she and Oprah shared 
a common goal, especially when it came to 
their particular take on the subject of spir¬ 
ituality (Oprah's Sun In Aquarius). 

Mlley Cyrus (November 23, 1992; 
4:19 PM. C.S.T.; Nashville, TN) came into 
this world with her natal Jupiter in the 
fifth (Libra). This is the signature of one 
who is a bom saleswoman. It could also 
be that this particular entity will 
guide/teach others through her own 
sense of inner worth. 

While Venus in Capricorn (eighth) is 
usually proper in matters that pertain to 
sexuality, its conjunction with Uranus ob¬ 
viously accounts for her inclination to 
take others aback, especially when it 
comes to her somewhat surprising dis¬ 
plays that are capable of catching some 
just a bit off guard. 

I find it rather fascinating that Chiron 
is in the house that pertains to her "ear¬ 
ly home life” (Leo), which obviously has 
an affinity for her seventh-house Sun 
(Sagittarius). It could be that Miley Cyrus 
is trying to become the best person that 
she is capable of becoming by surprising 



others (Venus-Uranus conjunction) 
through her career as an entertainer 
(Jupiter in the fifth). 

However, I also believe that she is deal¬ 
ing with some kind of emotional pain (Ch¬ 
iron) that is influencing her creative urges 
(Leo). While she may be a born strategist, 
her Sun is in his accidental detriment by 
virtue of being in the seventh, and she 
has Aries (the Sun’s exaltation) on the 
twelfth. I can’t help but believe that her 
direct/candid approach is connected to 
her repressions (Aries), which are linked 
back to her unconscious (Leo). 

Venus is obviously connected to her al¬ 
liances, while Uranus should be associ¬ 
ated with her hopes/aspirations. There¬ 
fore, when it comes to Neptune it could 
be that she will never be known for her 
practicality in the aforesaid matters, due 
to her personal limitations/problems 
(Aries) that stem from her early home life 
(Leo). 

There is something tragic about this 
particular horoscope that disturbs me 
greatly, It could be that about the time 
she reaches the age of twenty-seven, the 
cross (Venus) that she is struggling to 
gain mastery over will manifest itself in 
the form of a great crises (Mars). I would 
expect that this crisis would reveal itself 
when Mars is under stressful configura¬ 
tion by progression. 
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While humanitarian aspirations (Sat¬ 
urn in Aquarius at the top of the chart) 
will be central to this particular entity's 
internal urge to contribute something of 
Importance, she will most assuredly have 
a reputation for being different. 

Let us now take a look at the chart of 
Michael Douglas, the award-winning actor 
and producer, associated with such films 
as One Hew Over the Cuckoo's Nest T Wall 
Street, and Fatal Attraction, We see that 
his natal Jupiter was in the tenth (Virgo) 
conjunct Mercury at the time of his birth 
(September 25,1944; 10:30 A.M. E.W.T.; 
New Brunswick, NJ). 

Michael Douglas would become the 
best person he could possibly be (Jupiter) 
once he mastered (Virgo) the ability to 
communicate within the context of his ca¬ 
reer (Jupiter in the tenth). Jupiter is most 
at home in the house of higher learning, 
the ninth, and Douglas has Cancer, the 
sign of Jupiter’s exaltation, on the cusp 
of that house. 

However, his Jupiter-Uranus square in¬ 
dicates the possibility of a problem 
when it comes to higher learning that 
seems be linked to speech (Uranus in 
Gemini). 

Moreover, when Mercury is conjunct 
Jupiter, as It is here, the expansion of the 
mind through effort and hard work (Virgo) 



can be sidetracked by a restlessness that 
can keep one from focusing one’s dreams 
(Uranus), which relates directly to the en¬ 
tity’s “reason for entry" (Aquarius on the 
fourth-house cusp).

A couple of weeks ago, my wife, Carol, 
and I were watching a rerun of a television 
show called Love Triangle. This short-lived, 
dating-themed game show features a per¬ 
son who is in love with two people and 
has to decide between the two of them. I 
was stunned that someone could get into 
such a dilemma. Well, as fate would have 
it T a new client called and asked me to do 
a horary chart for the exact same situa¬ 
tion. 

The horary chart for my client's question 
shows Scorpio Rising, with the ruling plan¬ 
et, Pluto, retrograde in Capricorn in the 


third house. This confirms that the Quer¬ 
ent is having a hard time making a deci¬ 
sion. Pluto in Capricorn specifically points 
to the fact that she’s looking at the situa¬ 
tion closely, as if under a microscope. By 
virtue of being in the first house, Saturn is 
the Querent's co-ruler* This planet is in her 
first house and rules her third house of de¬ 
cision-making. As you would guess from 
this, she is terribly confused. 

The first thing I asked my client to tell 
me was which man she began dating first. 
That man would be signified by the fifth 
house, while the second romantic partner 
would be represented by the fifth house 
counting from the fifth: the ninth. 

Let’s begin by taking a look at the first 
boyfriend. With Pisces on the fifth-house 
cusp, Neptune is his ruler. Neptune is ret¬ 
rograde in Pisces and located in the Quer¬ 
ent's fourth house, which is his twelfth 
house. The sign Pisces shows that he is 
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caring and idealistic but could be a dream¬ 
er. With Neptune in his twelfth house, he 
could be a behind-the-scenes type of per¬ 
son. The trine from Mars to Neptune can

The ninth house, which has Cancer on 
the cusp, rules the second boyfriend, mak¬ 
ing the Moon his ruler. This Scorpio Moon 
shows that he is much more intense than 
the first boyfriend. Four planets in the 
ninth house add to the description of this 
second lover.

It is easy to see that my client Is truly in 
love with both men. This is shown by the 
sextile of her ruler, Pluto, to Neptune, the 
ruler of the first boyfriend, and its sextile to 
the Moon, the ruler of the second boyfriend. 

To determine which man she should mar¬ 
ry, we need to scrutinize the radical seventh 
house, which governs marriage. Taurus sits 
on the cusp of this house, making Venus the 
planet to proclaim a marriage. 

Let us look first at the ruler of the first 
boyfriend. Neptune does not aspect 
Venus, though it does sextile the cusp of 
the seventh house. There is the possibil¬ 
ity of a pledge here. 

If we look at the ruler of the second 
boyfriend, the Moon, we see that it Is trine 
Venus, ruler of the Querents house of 
marriage. This could indicate an affirma¬ 
tive answer to the question of choosing 
him as a marriage partner. Additionally, 
the Moon is conjunct the Ascendant, mak¬ 
ing that possibility even stronger. This 
shows that he really cares for my client. 
Another strong indicator of a "yes” can be 
seen in the Moon’s trine to Venus, which 
is the Moon's last aspect. The Moon’s fi¬ 
nal Ptolemaic aspect (conjunction, sextile, 


square, trine, or opposition) before chang¬ 
ing signs is always a very important one 
to consider in horary. 

And there’s even more to flesh out this 
answer. My client’s ruler, Pluto, is in the sec¬ 
ond boyfriend's seventh house of marriage, 
and the ruler of his seventh house of mar¬ 
riage, Saturn, is in the Querent's first house. 
The only thing that would negate this con¬ 
nection is the Sun’s square to the Querent's 
coruler, Saturn, ruler of her third house. This 
could make her feel that he is not capable 
of providing stability in the relationship. The 
Sun rules his second house of money (the 
radical tenth house). If we look at his tenth 
house of career, the natural sixth house, we 
see that Mars rules it and that Mars 
squares the Sun. Her ruler, Pluto in Capri¬ 
corn, makes her very serious-minded and 
shows a need for security. All those planets 
in his first house show him to be quite a free 
spirit who loves fun and taking dares and 
chances. This could be the one sore point 
that hinders a good marriage, so my client 
needs to explore this more before she 
makes a commitment to marry this man. 

In spite of that, the horary is very clear 
that in a toss-up between these two men, 
the second boyfriend is the one for her.

The two photos below on the left show several Capricorn physical traits. Note the
